Insurance scam 
revisited 


Tim Sandler’s excellent article on the re- 
cent State Mutual “insurance scam” (“Bill 
Weld’s Insurance Screw,” News, September 
20) brings some important information to 
the public, but it has left two intriguing ques- 
tions unanswered. 

The first relates to Ralph Nader’s curious 
and quiet departure from the process. | was 
personally assured by Nader, while working 
with him and others on the matter, that the 
“screw the little guy” process would be taken 
to court, but this appeal, as Sandler points out, 
was never made. And Nader, while continuing 
to finger-point, has been ducking questions, in 
characteristically un-Nader-like fashion, on his 
appellate vanishing act ever since. 

The second relates to the failure of the 
Commonwealth (and possibly other states ) 
to realize any tax revenue from the process. 
A considerable amount of the $1.2 billion 
surplus that was distributed to State Mutual 
policyholders could have been attributed to 
former policyholders, stretching all the way 
back to the last century, and then classified 
as abandoned property which should escheat 
to the Commonwealth. I intended to make 
this point at the State Mutual public hearings 
last year but was not allowed to enter this 
type of testimony.

In July, when we opted to provide the Bos- 
ton Phoenix with a detailed statement of the 
key facts related to the demutualization of 
State Mutual, rather than engage in a 
lengthy interview (as we had with other pub- 
lications), we did so because it was readily 
apparent that the article being developed was 
going to be a highly biased and unfair ac- 
count that would have little to do with the 
facts. What we did not know then was how 
politically motivated this article would be or 
that it would be filled with false, inaccurate, 








and purposely misleading statements, written 
in a highly sensationalized manner in order 
to create the impression of wrongdoing. 

While the inflammatory article was riddled 
with opinion and innuendo, your readers did 
not have the opportunity to learn the facts 
we had provided to you. The facts are: 

® Ninety-five percent of our policyholders 
approved the company’s plan to convert to a 
stock company after reviewing details of that 
plan. 

* State Mutual’s demutualization was a 
tremendous achievement of great benefit to 
the policyholders and the company. 

® While retaining all of their insurance 
and benefits, including dividends, policy- 
holders also received stock or cash compen- 
sation in exchange for their illiquid owner- 
ship rights in the mutual company. Those 
who opted for stock still have voting rights, 
now as shareholders in a public company. 

® Policyholders received compensation 
equal to the full value of the company, as de- 
termined by regulators and outside experts. 
Thus, policyholders received the whole pie. 
Nothing was held back. 

® The company distributed stock worth 
approximately $1 billion to about 107,000 
policyholders throughout the country. In 
Massachusetts, about 9000 policyholders re- 
ceived 5.5 million shares of stock, worth 
about $115 million when they received it. 
That stock now has a value of more than 
$175 million. 

® Top management was in no way en- 
riched by the transaction. For a period of 
one year following the conversion, directors 
and executive officers were specifically pre- 
cluded from any cash or stock benefit from 


_ the demutualization. As a matter of fact, they 


were not even permitted to purchase the 
company’s stock at its market price with 
their own money. 

® The conversion was extremely impor- 
tant to the company. As a public company, 
Allmerica Financial can (and did) raise capi- 
tal, which enables the company to grow in a 
highly competitive environment. This, in 
turn, is highly beneficial to policyholders 
who count on the company’s continued 
strength in order to meet its contractual obli- 
gations to them, which in most instances are 
very long-term promises. 

*® The company’s demutualization was 
accomplished in the prescribed manner, 
which was fair, equitable, and aboveboard. 
The demutualization was a lengthy and high- 
ly scrutinized process, monitored closely by 
state and federal regulators (including the 
Labor Department and the Securities and 
Exchange Commission), legislators, con- 
sumer advocates, policyholders, policyholder 
advocates and expert consultants, and many 
others. The approval of the plan followed ex- 
tensive review by many parties, including 
policyholders, the Massachusetts and New 
York divisions of insurance, and several in- 
dependent accounting, actuarial, and invest- 
ment-banking experts retained as required 
by Massachusetts law to represent the inter- 
ests of the policyholders. 

These are the facts of State Mutual’s de- 
mutualization. Though they were provided 
to the reporter [Tim Sandler] who wrote the 
lengthy article, they were not included. As a 
result, the Boston Phoenix has done a 
tremendous disservice to the company’s poli- 
cyholders and shareholders and to its readers 
as well.

conversion through the bureaucracy, and the 
absence of policyholder representation. 

But rather than respond to what were ad- 
mittedly some pointed questions, State Mu- 
tual/Allmerica issued a statement that Mr. 
Buckley said would answer all of my ques- 
tions. That one-page statement, substantially 
shorter than Mr. Buckley’s letter to the 
Phoenix, addressed virtually none of the 
questions I posed to State Mutual/Allmerica. 
I told Mr. Buckley that, and he replied that 
that would be the extent of State Mutual’s 
comment. 

As for Mr. Buckley’s assertion that the 
company’s top management “was in no way 
enriched by the transaction,” he need only 
look at the company’s May 21, 1996, proxy 
statement. Beginning in October, the proxy 
statement shows that the company’s top ex- 
ecutives are eligible to receive up to $75 mil- 
lion in stock awards and options over the 
next 10 years — bonuses that would not 
have come their way if the conversion hadn’t 
taken place. Perhaps Mr. Buckley and I have 
different ideas about the definition of “en- 
richment.” 


No ‘wishful 
thinking’ 

In a recent article by Ellen Barry about 
a local Boston charity (“True Believers,” 
Styles, September 6), you published 
statements about our organization, the 
Hunger Project, which regrettably are in- 
accurate. [“When the Canadian Broad- 
casting Corporation reported that of the 
$7 million collected, only a little over 
$200,000 had gone to relief efforts, 
Hunger Project officials responded that 
the project’s chief goal was to raise con- 
sciousness about hunger.”] We wish that 
you had contacted us directly before 
printing these statements, as we would 
have been very happy to have provided 
you with accurate information. 

The Hunger Project is a well-respected 
international organization with large-scale 
programs in India, Bangladesh, and West 
Africa that result in improved health, edu- 
cation, nutrition, and family incomes for 
hundreds of thousands of people. These 
programs are not based on “relief” but on 
organizing local people to create lasting so- 
lutions based on self-reliance. 

There was a time, prior to 1990, when 
much of our work focused on what has be- 
come known as “development education.”

We did, indeed, work to change attitudes 
that resulted in resignation and inaction. We 
never advocated “wishful thinking” instead 
of action. Indeed, initiatives of the Hunger 
Project raised millions of dollars for relief 
organizations and encouraged thousands of 
people to actively support relief and develop- 
ment organizations. 

We do not know Steve Hassan, and he has 
never contacted the Hunger Project. So it 
would be inaccurate to say he has “re- 
searched” us. 

It is true that a story on the CBC similarly 
misrepresented our work many years ago out 
of contact with conservative religious organi- 
zations. I can assure you that our response 
to the CBC was not that our chief goal was 
to “raise consciousness about hunger” but 
rather a detailed description of our pro- 
grams. We won a libel suit in Canada against 
the source of that story.

And there 
was no libel victory — and, in fact, no suit 
— against the CBC for the statistics we cited 
in the story; rather, there was a libel suit 
against the Council on Mind Abuse, which 
was one of the sources interviewed by the 
CBC at that time:

Calls have just begun to come in 
to the AIDS Action Committee from 
people who found out they were HIV- 
positive over the phone.

“We don't want them to say this is 
a simple blood test,” says Larry 
Kessier, director of the AIDS Action 
Committee.

New England Medical Center would have been happy to help 
Robert Carr have a second child — if only he weren't gay 


The parent trap

IME WASN'T ON Robert Carr’s side 

when he and his partner, a gay man, 

decided they wanted to have a second 
child. The prospective mother, Lois, a 39- 
year-old friend of the couple, was in the 
early stages of menopause. 

Irregular ovulation prompted her to seek 
infertility treatment. And with her cycles so 
uncertain, her health clinic needed to have the 
father’s semen ready at a moment’s notice. 
That meant freezing semen samples, which 
would then be on hand for insemination. 

And that, Carr explains, is when the real 
problems began — problems that led him 
this past July to file an unprecedented dis- 
crimination complaint against his health- 
care provider, New England Medical Cen- 
ter, with the Massachusetts Commission 
Against Discrimination (MCAD). 

Carr’s case adds a new dimension to the 
volatile debate over the rights of same- 
gender partners. Most recently, a state 
judge in Hawaii is set to rule on a suit 
brought by three homosexual couples that 
could legalize same-gender unions there. 
The question then becomes, would other 
states be compelled to recognize those 
marriages officially? 

In anticipation of that ruling, the US 
Senate overwhelmingly approved on 
September 10 the Defense of Marriage Act, 
which allows states to ignore legal same- 
gender marriages in other states and to bar 
federal benefits to those couples. President 
Clinton signed the measure into law on 
September 20. 

Carr’s case suggests that discrimination 
against gays and lesbians extends beyond 
marital status (or, speaking of the Clinton 
Administration, military status) and en- 
croaches on an area of life that heterosexu- 
als often take for granted: health care. 

Because Carr and Lois (who requested 
that her last name not be used) had differ- 
ent health-care providers, Carr consulted 
his primary-care physician, Dr. John 
Mazullo, at New England Medical Center, 
which participates in the Tufts Associated 
Health Plan. He wanted to’find out how to 
arrange freezing his semen samples and 
shipping them to Lois’s clinic. He was told 
that the reproductive and endocrinology di- 
vision at New England Medical Center 
could carry out the relatively simple proce- 
dure itself. (The irony is that if Carr had 
been referred to an outside clinic, as he had 
anticipated, he might not have encountered 
resistance to his plans.) Last December, 
Mazullo referred Carr to Dr. Richard Rein- 
dollar, director of the center’s reproductive 
program, 

“I called to make my appointment and 
was honest about my situation,” recalls 
Carr, who lives in Boston with his partner 
and their seven-year-old daughter. “I be- 
lieve there was some consultation with the 
director of the department, and the mes- 
sage I got back was, ‘We won’t get involved 
in a case like this.’ It seemed pretty blatant 
to me that I was being denied care because 
I was gay.” 

Reindollar’s office did not return repeat- 
ed calls from Carr, who desperately wanted 
the situation resolved before it was too late 
for Lois to conceive. 

In the ensuing months, New England 
Medical Center has offered varying expla- 
nations for denying Carr its services. 

“There is documentary evidence that the 
reason they refused to provide services to 
Mr. Carr was that they knew he was a gay 
man,” says attorney Bennett Klein. Klein, 
AIDS Law Project director at Boston-based 
Gay and Lesbian Advocates and Defenders, 
is representing Carr in his complaint against 


New England Medical Center and Reindol- 
lar. Even though Carr tested negative in a 
series of infectious-disease tests (including a 
test for HIV) required by Lois’s clinic, Klein 
says, New England Medical Center insisted 
that Carr was a high-risk donor and there- 
fore ineligible for services. 

“They made unscientific and stereotypi- 
cal assumptions that a gay man must cate- 
gorically be at high risk for HIV, even 
though the medical tests that they per- 
formed indicated that it was safe for Mr. 
Carr to inseminate the mother of the 
child,” Klein asserts. 

To ensure maximum safety for women 
undergoing insemination, the Centers for 
Disease Control and the Food and Drug 
Administration provide guidelines stating 
that frozen-semen specimens should be 
quarantined for 180 days while the donor is 
retested for HIV and other infectious dis- 
eases. If the tests are negative the second 
time around, a donor’s semen is considered 
safe for insemination. 

But Carr says he received a letter from 
New England Medical Center and the Tufts 
health plan pointing out that the 180-day 
quarantine period doesn’t guarantee that 
infectious diseases won’t be passed from 
so-called high-risk donors like Carr to a 
parenting partner. 

“They were basically saying, “There are 
national guidelines for who should be pro-

vided fertility services, but because we’ve 
determined you to be a high risk, then even 
the guidelines in place aren’t good enough 
for you,’ ” Carr says. 

New England Medical Center’s refusal to 
bank and freeze Carr’s semen meant that 
Carr was never given the opportunity for 
the requisite retesting. And now, nine 
months after he and his partners first began 
their insemination odyssey, it’s too late. 
Lois has reached a stage of menopause that 
indicates there’s a very small chance she'll 
ovulate again. 

“It was very disturbing to go through the 
difficult decision-making process to have a 
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second child,” Carr says, “and then have an 
institution tell us we couldn’t get the support 
we needed. There was a judgment made 
about who I am and who my family is. That's 
perhaps the most disturbing part to me.” 

After Carr filed his complaint with 
MCAD, New England Medical Center ap- 
parently altered its explanation of why it 
would not provide services to Carr. Deny- 
ing that it discriminated against Carr, the 
hospital said in a written statement: “The 
Medical Center does not operate its sperm 
bank as a separate, discrete service, but 
rather as one aspect of a patient's total 
treatment program.” 

In other words, because Carr was not 
participating in the hospital’s infertility 
program, he was not eligible to receive its 
services. 

New England Medical Center declined 
further comment. 

Carr doesn’t accept the hospital’s latest 
explanation. He doubts that New England 
Medical Center would have responded the 
same way to a heterosexual couple given 
the same circumstances. 

Dr. Kenneth Ryan has similar doubts. 
Ryan is professor emeritus of obstetrics, 
gynecology, and reproductive biology at 
Harvard University and chairman of the 
ethics committee at the Alabama-based 
Center for Reproductive Medicine. “It 
sounds like a clear case to me of treating 


him differently because of his sexual orien- 
tation,” he says. 

This doesn’t particularly surprise him. 
Denial of insemination services to gays and 
lesbians, Ryan says, is yet another form of 
cultural prejudice to which physicians are 
not immune. 

Ryan cites a report on artificial insemina- 
tion issued in 1988 by Congress’s Office of 
Technology Assessment. Part of the report 
shows responses from 367 doctors asked 
about their criteria for screening artificial- 
insemination donors. Sixty-two percent of 
those doctors said they would reject a 
donor who admitted to having “homosexu- 


al contact.” Sixteen percent said they al- 
ready had. 

Ryan is troubled by those figures, which 
he says indicate an even greater intolerance 
toward gay and lesbian parenting than is 
shown by the general public. 

“There is no evidence that sexual orien- 
tation makes one unfit to be a parent,” 
Ryan argues. “If the child is wanted and 
loved, then the presumption should be that 
this is ethically correct.” 

Ryan acknowledges that Carr’s com- 
plaint raises some thorny ethical issues for 
the medical community. And because he 
knows of no similar case, he intends to dis- 
cuss them with his center’s ethics commit- 
tee. In the meantime, gays and lesbians 
wanting to have a family but facing fertility 
problems must make a choice: do they dis- 
close their sexual orientation and run the 
risk of being denied fertility services, or do 
they lie? 

The answer became quite clear to Kevin 
Cranston when he and his partner, John, 
decided to co-parent with a woman friend. 

“After trying for several months to get 
pregnant on our own, we sought the assis- 
tance of the HMO to which Karen and | 
belong,” says Cranston, who is a health ed- 
ucator for the state. (Cranston would de- 
scribe the HMO only.as a major Boston 
health-care provider.) 

“We needed some assistance in tracking 
Karen’s ovulation cycles,” he says. “And 
when Karen first went in, she told the 
truth: she was a bisexual woman trying to 
have a baby for some homosexual friends 
of hers. She was told by the clinician, ‘We 
don’t do that kind of work.’ ” 

A month later, Karen went back to the 
clinic and saw a different clinician. But this 
time she didn’t disclose the nature of the 
parenting arrangement. Cranston explains: 
“She said, ‘My man and I can’t get preg- 
nant,’ without referencing marital status, 
and they rolled out the clinical red carpet.” 

From the time Karen began ovulation 
tests, and throughout her prenatal-care 
checkups, she and Cranston (who accom- 
panied her) perpetuated the illusion that 
they were a heterosexual couple so that 


they wouldn’t be denied care. It worked: 
Cranston and his partner are now raising a 
daughter. 

Nevertheless, the question remains: 
should same-gender couples who want 
to have children be subjected to a mili- 


_tary-style don’t-ask, don’t-tell health- 


care system? 

“TI really see this as a consumer-rights is- 
sue,” Cranston argues. “As a consumer of 
health services, if we’re charged the same, 
we should have the same access.” *

On fire

Ts: BOSTON DAILIES of Monday, 
September 23, led with an ugly and 
familiar tale: a story that a house fire 
in West Roxbury may have been set by an 
arsonist enraged that its white owners were 
selling it to a black family. In a city long 
plagued by racism, the headlines in the 
Globe (w. ROXBURY FIRE RAISES THE 
SPECTER OF BIGOTRY) and the Herald 
(RACIST ATTACK EYED IN HUB ARSON FIRE) 
were all too believable. 

By the next day, though, the papers di- 
verged along sharply different paths. 

The Herald’s lead story — beating out 
even the marriage of gossip-page favorite 
John F. Kennedy Jr. — concerned a pledge 
by Mayor Tom Menino to help the black 
family find a new home to buy. “These are 
the things that disgust you as mayor be- 
cause you try to work to make the city 
work for all people,” Menino said. Inside 
were sidebars headlined RACIST MOOD PRE- 
VAILS and DISCRIMINATION DESCRIBED AS 
“ALIVE AND WELL.’ 

The Globe, on the other hand, in an arti- 
cle that barely nudged over the fold on the 
front page, reported that a black neighbor 
was convinced racial motives had nothing to 
do with the fire. “In all the time I have lived 
here, I have never been the object of any- 
thing you could call a racist incident,” said 
Leonard Carr, described as a black man 
who has lived in West Roxbury for two 
years. “I don’t think — and nobody else I 
know on this street thinks — that this was a 
racially motivated fire.” The Globe’s sidebar 
described West Roxbury as a neighborhood 
that has grown increasingly tolerant. 

It continued that way all week. The Herald 
interviewed the white couple who wanted to 
sell their home and the black couple who 
wanted to buy it, with the white family talk- 
ing about the “chilly reception” they received 
from their neighbors when they learned a 


black family would be moving in. The Globe 
reported that city officials were backing off 
their initial theory that race was a motive, 
and Michael Rezendes weighed in with a 
think piece Thursday on the uneasy intersec- 
tion of “race, crime, politics and the media.” 

The Herald’s handling of the story 
wasn’t particularly unusual: the fire was a 
classic crime story, and the paper went af- 
ter it in its characteristically gritty fashion. 
For the Globe, though, moving away from 
the racial motive was a real departure. Over 
the course of two decades, the paper has 
often been accused of exaggerating racial 
incidents. In particular, former Massachu- 
setts Senate president Bill Bulger and Bos- 
ton City Council president Jim Kelly, both 
of South Boston, have accused the Globe of 
blowing incidents out of proportion when- 
ever there’s a hint of race, especially when 
the victims are black. 

The fire raises some interesting ques- 
tions about the role of news organizations 
when it comes to reporting what might be 
called “official news.” The first reaction of 
Menino and Police Commissioner Paul 
Evans was that the fire was racially moti- 
vated. Clearly the papers had an obligation 
to report that reaction. What’s not so clear 
is what should happen after that. 

An instructive recent example is that of 
Richard Jewell, the security guard hailed as 
a hero following the Olympic bombing in 
Atlanta — and then fingered as a suspect 
by the FBI. Some media critics, such as 
New York University’s Jay Rosen, have ar- 
gued that reporters should have questioned 
the FBI’s motives right from the beginning. 
I disagree, but now that the case against 
Jewell appears to have fallen apart, the me- 
dia are obliged to take a hard look at the 
FBI and to consider, as Rosen has suggest- 
ed, whether the agency was using the me- 
dia to put pressure on a suspect against 
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whom they had no evidence. 

What’s interesting about the coverage of 
the West Roxbury fire was how the papers 
followed up on the official news. The Herald 
never seriously questioned the first-day spin, 
and its reporters found plenty of compelling 
information to support that spin. The Globe, 
by contrast, dug up considerable evidence 
that there may well have been more to the 
story than met Menino’s and Evans’s eyes. I 
don’t fault either approach, although I think 
each paper could have done a better job of 
laying out both theories. I also think the 
Globe’s caution was well-considered, given 
how little it takes to set off a real racial inci- 
dent in this still-divided city. 


Brudnoy, er, speaks 


The Boston Herald’s September 27 inter- 
view with WBZ Radio talk-show host 
David Brudnoy, complete with some 300 
words’ worth of excerpts from his forth- 
coming book, Life Is Not a Rehearsal, may 
sink a deal Brudnoy’s publisher has with 
Boston magazine to run a 5000-word ex- 
cerpt next month. The book is a brutally 
honest tell-all about Brudnoy’s past drug 
abuse, his coming to terms with his homo- 
sexuality, and his near death and dramatic 
recovery from AIDS. 

“Put us down for reconsidering this 
deal,” says Boston executive editor John 
Strahanich. “You don’t want to buy some- 
thing when everybody else gets it for free 
— and it comes out before you.” He adds 
that he expects the magazine will make a fi- 
nal decision in about a week. 

Doubleday, which is planning to put the 
book on sale December 30, accuses the 
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IF BRUDNOY wasn't supposed to talk about 
his book, why didn’t his publisher tell him? 
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Herald of breaking an embargo by running 
excerpts in advance of the publication date. 
“The Herald did not follow the typical pro- 
cedure that we would expect them to fol- 
low,” says Suzanne Herz, the publisher’s 
director of publicity. 

But there have clearly been some crossed 
signals here. The only warning that’s print- 
ed on the book’s galleys, sent to several 
Boston reporters last week, was: “This is an 
uncorrected proof. Any quotes for reviews 
must be checked against the unfinished 
book.” And it’s pretty obvious that Brud- 
noy, who spoke voluminously to the 
Herald’s Dean Johnson, had no idea that 
any rules were being broken. “We basically 
have to tell David to cease and desist,” ad- 


mits Doubleday publicist Tammy Blake. 


Johnson, for his part, says he would have 
omitted the excerpts if he’d known there 
would be a problem. He says he called 
Brudnoy shortly after receiving the galleys, 
“and David’s comment to me was that if 
Doubleday sent you that, then they must 
want you to use it.” Johnson concedes that 
he never contacted Doubleday. 

Brudnoy declined to comment. 


Another domino falls 


What is the largest independently owned 
daily newspaper in New England? 

If you answered the Boston Herald, maybe 
you should contact the booking agents for 
Jeopardy. Because after last week’s $1.5 bil- 
lion purchase of the Providence Journal 
Company by the A.H. Belo Corporation, 
parent company of the Dallas Morning 
News, Pat Purcell’s tabloid — itself owned 
for many years by Purcell’s mentor, Rupert 
Murdoch, and before that by Hearst — is 
the biggest regional paper not owned by out- 
of-state interests. (The biggest of them all 
— the Boston Globe — was sold to the New 
York Times Company in 1993.) 

What’s more, news reports made it clear 
that Belo is more interested in the Journal 
Company’s nine television stations than in 
its flagship Providence Journal, leaving the 
paper’s staffers — beleaguered by several 
years of downsizing — wondering just 
what the future will hold.

For all the high-minded campaigning, 
the Torkildsen- Tierney race comes 
down to one thing: peddling pork 


Oink, oink

IM MAHER DONS a hardhat and 
J tramps through the sand and mud to 

point out the highlights of the mas- 
sive sewage-treatment project that’s under 
way on Salem Sound. Maher, a bearded, 
affable engineer from Camp Dresser & 
McKee, supervises 150 construction work- 
ers. When the new plant they’re building 
opens next year, it will render the 28 mil- 
lion gallons of waste that flow through it 
every day 90 percent cleaner. “It is,” Maher 
says, “a big, big job.” 

It’s also ground zero in a hard-fought 
congressional campaign. The treatment 
plant, which is being built to comply with a 
federal-court consent decree, is costing the 
170,000 people who live in the five North 
Shore communities that comprise the 
South Essex Sewage District (SESD) an 
estimated $265 million. US Representative 
Peter Torkildsen, a Danvers Republican 
and two-term incumbent, and Salem attor- 
ney John Tierney, a Democrat who almost 
beat Torkildsen two years ago, have been 
battling each other for months over who 
can do a better job of winning federal funds 
to lower that price tag. 


Torkildsen’s political near-death in 1994 





has made this one of the most closely 
watched congressional races in the country. 
If the Democrats have any chance of re- 
gaining control of the House, they must 
win in the Sixth Congressional District, 
which stretches from the North Shore to 
the New Hampshire border and includes 
such heavily Democratic cities as Salem, 
Peabody, Lynn, Gloucester, and Haverhill. 

It’s an ideal opportunity for a liberal 
Democrat and a socially moderate, fiscally 
conservative Republican to debate the role 
and size of government, and perhaps they 
will. 

So far, though, the big issue has been 
pork. 

Earlier this year, Tierney criticized Tork- 
ildsen for “consistently failing to deliver any 
meaningful federal aid for the district.” Fi- 
nally, though, in the closing days of the 
House session, Torkildsen announced that 
he’d been able to win $1 million in rate re- 
lief for SESD, and another $700,000 for 
various water and sewer projects through- 
out the district. 

For Torkildsen, the aid is proof that he’s 
able to deliver for his constituents. For 
Tierney, it’s a sign of Torkildsen’s ineffec- 
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TORKILDSEN insists his efforts to win federal aid for his district are “all in the 


context of a balanced budget.” 





tiveness that he came through with so little: 
over the past several years, Tierney notes, 


US Representatives Barney Frank (D-New- 


ton) and Peter Blute (R-Shrewsbury) have 
won some $15 million for similar projects 
in Southeastern Massachusetts. Indeed, 
Frank charges that two years ago Torkild- 
sen turned down his offer to work with him 
and Blute on sewer aid, an offer that Tork- 
ildsen insists was never made. 

Torkildsen and Tierney’s verbal ex- 
changes over sewer funds, though, also 
speak to something more pervasive and 
disturbing: the paramount importance of 


pork in political campaigns despite bud- 
getary pressures that threaten to bankrupt 
the federal government over the next sev- 
eral decades. Although runaway entitle- 
ment programs, principally Social Security 
and Medicare, are the primary culprits, 
wasteful or unnecessary spending mocks 
efforts to make hard decisions and set pri- 
orities. 

“Politicians believe it’s in their best inter- 
ests to brag about the pork they can bring 
home. That’s the kind of politics we want 
to get away from,” says Bob Hannan, New

fast last Sunday at Temple Emanu-El, in Marblehead, 
Tierney. came on like he was addressing a crowd of 500, 
touting his advocacy of more federal funding for educa- 
tion, retraining, and research-and-development, which he 
says will lead to greater economic security for the worried 
middle class. A staunch liberal who differs with Torkildsen 
(and, Torkildsen is fond of pointing out, Clinton) in his 
opposition to the recently passed welfare-reform bill and 
to the death penalty, Tierney is being aided by the AFL- 
CIO, which has targeted Torkildsen in its $35 million 
campaign to defeat 75 anti-labor House members (“Buddy 
System,” News, September 6). 

Both Torkildsen and Tierney, of course, vehemently deny 
that federal aid to reduce sewer rates is wasteful or unneces- 
sary, and they have a point. The SESD project, Torkildsen 
notes, was mandated by the federal government, so federal 
taxes should help pay for it. Tierney argues that environ- 
mental matters should be a federal responsibility. 

“I’m advocating for my district, but it’s all in the context 
of a balanced budget,” insists Torkildsen. And Tierney, un- 
like his opponent, is an outspoken advocate of an expansive 
role for the federal government, which at least gives him the 
virtue of consistency when he calls for spending that will 
help the district. 

Central to the argument in favor of SESD rate relief, 
though, is the tacit belief that people shouldn’t be expected 
to stop fouling their waterways unless they’re paid to do so. 
Certainly that’s the kind of lesson Americans have learned 
well over the past 30 years, but it’s questionable whether that 
mentality has been good for the country. 

Ironically, largesse such as the SESD package doesn’t even 
do that much for the intended beneficiaries. A family of four 
with an annual water-and-sewer bill of, say, $400 might see 
that bill decline by about $15 if the entire $1 million Torkild- 
sen helped garner were immediately applied to rate relief. 
Tierney, of course, complains that what Torkildsen brought 
home was inadequate, but even if it were tripled, it would still 
save said family less than $1 a week. But rate relief multiplied 
many times over can damage the country as a whole. 

“This is something that goes on around the country,” says 
Sean Paige, a top staffer for Citizens Against Government 
Waste. “You have to look at the big picture. If everybody 
gets rate relief, pretty soon you've got a huge amount of 
money.” 

Although SESD has been the most visible flash point in 
Torkildsen and Tierney’s Battle of Pork Chop Hill, it’s hard- 
ly the only one. For instance: 

® In the closing days of the congressional session last 
week, Torkildsen crowed that he’d won approval of 
$300,000 to keep the Salem Visitor Center, part of the 
National Park Service, open next year. The visitor center 
— a $4.7 million facility built two years ago — is a luxu- 
rious red-brick structure housing a nautical-theme mu- 
seum and a full-size movie theater; it reportedly attracts 
more than 3000 people on a typical summer day. The 
center is located directly across the street from the Mu- 
seum Place Mall, a perpetually troubled retail center 
whose best-known principal is former congressman 
Michael Harrington. One could question whether federal 
taxpayers should be asked to help revitalize downtown 
Salem, but that is not a question Torkildsen and Tierney 
are asking. (Tierney’s response was to charge that Sena- 
tors Kerry and Ted Kennedy, not Torkildsen, were re- 
sponsible for winning the funds.) Paige, though, says the 
$300,000 on top of the $4.7 million is a perfect example 
of the ongoing costs of pork. “Rarely is it a one-shot 
deal,” he says. “Once the pork barrel starts rolling down 
the hill, it’s going to keep rolling and it’s going to keep 
costing money.” 

® At a recent ceremony at the General Electric plant 
in Lynn, Torkildsen announced that House Republicans 
had authorized $1 million to upgrade the T700 engine, 
used in F-18 fighter jets. The F-18 may well be a vital 
military weapon, but that’s not the argument the con- 
gressman offered. “This is a down payment on Lynn’s 
future,” said Torkildsen, who, with his Republican col- 
leagues, has consistently supported more funding for the 
Pentagon than it has even requested. In fact, Torkildsen 
is still seething over an attempt by his nemesis Barney 
Frank to eliminate funding for the F-18, which he says 
would have cost his district 500 jobs. Frank offers no 
apologies for his attempts to cut military spending, not- 
ing that he’s voted against the Seawolf submarine, which 
is built in his own district. “It’s a wonderful weapon with 
one major flaw: no enemy,” he quips. Tierney, like 
Frank, favors cutting military spending, but says diplo- 
matically that he expects the F-18 would survive if waste- 
ful programs such as Star Wars and the B-2 bomber 
were eliminated. 

Pork, in other words, is in the eye of the beholder. 

So don’t expect Peter Torkildsen and John Tierney to 
hold a joint news conference in front of the SESD sewage- 
treatment plant, issuing a stern admonition to their con- 
stituents that they have an obligation to clean up their own 
damn mess. 

But if they did — and if politicians across the country fol- 
lowed their lead — it could help restore public confidence in

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We were wrong

Four years ago, progressives held 
their noses and voted for Bill Clinton. 
They shouldn’t repeat that mistake. 


Rickey Ray Rector, the brain-damaged prison- 

er whose execution Clinton left the campaign 
trail to supervise. Despite the demagogic pledge 
to “end welfare as we know it.” Despite Sister 
Souljah. Despite his by no means progressive 
record as governor of Arkansas, a state run, as 
we all now know, as a kind of fiefdom of the 
business elite. I voted for Clinton because, even 
though he represented the right wing of the 
Democratic Party, he was better than George 
Bush on reproductive rights, AIDS, gay rights, 
and Haitian immigrants (remember them?). He 
didn’t tell mothers not to work, or insist that the 
Endangered Species Act had us all up to our 
necks in spotted owls, or blather about points of 
light. If Clinton won, I thought, the political dis- 
course, set so long by the right, would surely 
move left; although he was no progressive, his 
presidency would enlarge the space for progres- 
sive politics both inside and outside government. 
Maybe you had the same thought when you cast 
your vote four years ago. 

We were wrong. In 1996, we can say with 
some certainty that Clinton has more than ful- 
filled the fears of critics, who received a great 
deal of grief in the early years of the new admin- 
istration for being too “negative” and “carping.” 
Michael Kazin and Maurice Isserman’s 1994 Na- 
tion article urging leftists to give Clinton a break 
looks positively quaint today. Among his accom- 
plishments they list the “affirmative action” ap- 
pointments of Mike Espy, Ron Brown, and Janet 
Reno, three big disasters; a “sexually explicit” 
anti-AIDS campaign (what?); an expanded defi- 
nition of homelessness (with expanded actual 
homelessness soon to come); and access and jobs 
for our side (plus the chance to quit on princi- 
ple). Yes, in a few high-profile areas, Clinton has 
been less bad than Bush would have been: the 
Supreme Court (but not the lower courts), abor- 
tion rights, the largely symbolic assault-weapons 
ban, the Family and Medical Leave Act, the Vio- 
lence Against Women Act. But it’s a short, nar- 
rowly tailored list. On many of the great issues 
before government, he’s continued Bush’s poli- 
cies — the crime bill, the neglect of the cities, the 
erosion of civil liberties and privacy, NAFTA. On 
some — welfare, food stamps — he’s arguably 
been worse. 

Liberal defenders of Clinton blame the 1994 
Republican victories for his current conservative 
stands, particularly on welfare. But it was Clinton 
himself who made welfare a burning issue. His 
original welfare proposal, which Gloria Steinem 
and other feminists now portray as benevolent, 
included many of the punitive features of the bill 
he eventually signed: cutoffs, time limits, forced 
work. Donna Shalala herself (whose shameful 
tenure as Secretary of Health and Human Ser- 
vices is hardly an argument for getting “liberal to 
radical activists” into government service) admit- 
ted that under the Clinton plan some mothers 
would lose their children. 

Besides misreading the actual chronology of 
events, blaming Gingrich for Clinton takes much 
too narrow a view of politics. Clinton and Gin- 
grich are part of the same worldwide phe- 
nomenon: the slashing of the welfare state, the 
lowering of the working class’s standard of living, 
and the upward transfer of wealth. You can plau- 
sibly argue that Clinton prepared Gingrich’s way 
by accepting the Republican terms of debate.

Of course, we cannot know what a second 
Bush Administration would have brought. We 
can safely say, though, that we would not have 
seen Bernie Sanders voting for more prisons and 
Carol Moseley-Braun advocating trying 13-year- 
olds as adults. We would not have Barbara 
Mikulski and Tom Harkin voting to abolish the 
federal entitlement to welfare, or Nita Lowey 
supporting abstinence-only sex education. We 
would have had an opposition in Congress — 
and out of it too. If Bush had proposed the Clin- 
ton health plan, single-payer activists would nev- 
er have signed on to flack it. If Bush had sug- 
gested hooking up to the Internet schools that 
don’t have enough desks, he would have been 
ridiculed as a clueless showboater. And if a 
bill cutting $54 billion out of public assis- 
tance had come up during his tenure, Marian 
Wright Edelman, Jesse Jackson, and Gloria 
Steinem would have been out in the streets. 

Who knows? Donna Shalala might have been 
there, too. 

Clinton supporters like Steinem argue that 
progressives are to blame for the failures of the 
Clinton Administration because “we” didn’t make 
a strong enough qnovement. She’s right in a 
sense, though it’s hardly an argument in favor of 
voting for Clinton. But it leaves out the fact that 
the weakness of the movement is directly related 
to its fantasy of access and influence: to the si- 
phoning of energies into wishy-washy “advoca- 
cy,” Beltway schmooze, and fundraising for 
“moderate” Democrats who happen to be women 
or minorities. The motor-voter bill is all very well, 
but in real life you can’t organize poor people by 
urging them to vote for the man who’s taking 
away their food stamps. 

One thing that has always struck me about 
the relation of the so-called left and Clin- 
ton is how profoundly progressives 
want to believe he’s one of us. We 
must be the only people in America 
who ever believed he feels our 
pain. It’s always someone else 
who thwarts his good intentions: 
the Democratic.Leadership fj, 
Council, Congress, Dick Morris, 
Al Gore. Ms. editor in chief Marcia (ti? 
Gillespie even blames herself: if only 
she’d called the White House comment 
line more often! Up until the moment Clin- 
ton signed the welfare bill, a lot of liberals 
thought he’d veto it. Now this same naiveté has 
them believing that he’ll “fix” it when a second 
term allows him to come out as a liberal. Unfor- 
tunately for this theory, the United States is not a 
medieval kingdom where laws can be annulled 
with a stroke of the royal pen. Nor does the hard 
business of party politics evaporate after Election 
Day: there are favors to repay and scores to 
settle, an organization to be preserved, a suc- 
cessor — Al Gore? — to be promoted. 

Vote for Clinton again? As Voltaire is 
said to have replied when the Marquis de 
Sade invited him to a second orgy, since 
he’d enjoyed the first one so much: “No, 
thanks. Once is philosophy, twice is 
perversion.” a

Bill Clinton is building a new base for the 
Democratic Party. Holier-than-thou leftists 


| snub him at their peril. 


T NEVER STOPS. Throughout his term, even as he’s blocked 
the worst excesses of the GOP, Bill Clinton has been subject to 
as much sniping from the left as opposition from the right. The 
president has taken flak for what is seen as caving in to the Re- 
publicans on a range of issues: gay marriage, the crime bill, mili- 
tary spending, etc. 
Katha Pollitt, for instance, lights into him for his support 
of this year’s welfare-reform bill. Yet some kind of 
work-based welfare reform was inevitable. (Pollitt 
makes the stunning statement that “it was 
Clinton himself who made welfare a burning 
issue” — as if the electorate were not de- 
manding changes to a system that has ob- 
vious problems.) 

The solution that Pollitt and others 
propose is for the left to engage in the 
political equivalent of a hunger strike, 
giving up power in the executive 

branch in order to purify and revitalize 
the movement. (The analogy is not ex- 
act, since these journalists and academics 
are calling for other people to lose their 
jobs.) But if this dissident left receives its pre- 
sumed wish — an upset victory for Bob Dole — 
it’s unclear what would come next, since almost 
everyone else in America would interpret this outcome 
as an unequivocal rejection of liberalism. Perhaps 
Pollitt and others are counting on the Republicans 
to move so far to the right that a backlash will carry 
Bernie Sanders to the White House in 2000. 

What they’re missing, in their ideological out- 
rage, is that there are strong reasons for liberals to 
support Clinton on strategic grounds. A Clinton victo- 
ry would yield benefits for progressive Democrats that

In the 15 years after Reagan 
was elected, political analysts 
talked of a GOP “lock” on the 
Electoral College. In that time, 
the Republicans came to dom- 
inate the fast-growing South- 
ern and Rocky Mountain 
states, forcing the Democrats 
to carry an improbably high 
number of the remaining states to 
win an election. 
But a door can be locked from either side. 
Clinton now seems to be building a coalition — the 
states of the derisively named “Granola Belt” — 
that threatens to trap the GOP in its Southern 
base. 
The coalition starts in the Northeast, where 
Clinton has a good chance of finally establishing a 
bedrock for the Democrats to replace the “Solid 
South” lost in the civil-rights movement. In 
1992, Clinton became only the second 
Democrat in history to carry every state in 
the region (the New England states, New 
York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, 
Delaware, and Maryland, as well as West 
Virginia and the District of Columbia). 
At this writing, Clinton has a significant 
lead in every Northeastern state; if he 
repeats his sweep this year, he’ll get 127 
i} electoral votes, almost half the total need- 
ed to win. 
The rest of the liberal coalition comes 
from the West Coast (California, 
Hawaii, Oregon, and Washing- 
ton — 76 votes) and the up- 
per Midwest (Illinois, 
lowa, Michigan, Min- 
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nesota, and Wisconsin — 68 votes). Clinton carried all of these 
states in 1992, and is ahead in all of them now. Add them to the 
Northeast, and you get a total of 271 electoral votes, one more 
than he needs to win. 

This electoral base isn’t attributable to short-term economic 
trends or the particular dynamics of the 96 campaign. The “Gra- 
nola Belt” tag dates back to the 1988 presidential race, when 
Michael Dukakis ran strong (but not strong enough) in those 
states. And it is almost precisely where independent John Ander- 
son ran strongest in 1980. 

The good news for progressives is that a party’s geographical 
base strongly influences its governing philosophy. Take the Re- 
publicans: when they began to dominate the South, they found 
themselves trying to reconcile two major political groups that are 
especially strong in the Sun Belt: libertarians and the religious 
right. This strange alliance has been largely successful because 
both groups hate the federal government. And so the Republicans 
have spent the past two decades securing their base by condemn- 
ing NEA grants, tax-funded abortions, and gun control. Even Bob 
Dole, who would clearly prefer to argue for efficient government 
rather than for no government, is compelled to repeat this slash- 
and-burn rhetoric. 

The Republican takeover of Congress was rooted in the new 
America personified by House Speaker Newt Gingrich, whose 
suburban Atlanta district is one of the fastest-growing in the coun- 
try. In contrast, the Granola Belt, with about half the country’s 
population, includes eight of the 10 largest urban areas: New 
York, Los Angeles, Chicago, Philadelphia, San Francisco, Boston, 
Detroit, and most of Washington. It includes all nine states with 
gay-rights laws, and eight of the 11 states that require a permit 
before purchasing a handgun (according to the Places Rated Al- 
manac). In short, Granola Belt inhabitants are more likely than 
their counterparts elsewhere to want a responsive government that 
will provide services, protect the environment, and help large 
numbers of people live in close proximity without killing one an- 
other. 

Thus, if the Democrats do win control, the new leaders in 
Congress will be more urban and Northern-looking than either 
the current GOP hierarchy or the Democrats’ last crop of chair- 
men. Granola Belt senators such as Ted Kennedy, Chris Dodd, 
Pat Moynihan, and Dianne Feinstein will gain new power, as will 
House members such as Barney Frank, Ed Markey, Charles 
Rangel, and David Bonior. (Ironically, Massachusetts voters could 
thwart this outcome and help keep the Republicans in power by 
sending Bill Weld to the Senate, and Peter Blute and Peter Tork- 
ildsen back to the House — though none of those three would 
have much clout in their Southern-oriented party.) 

Even if the Republicans narrowly retain control of Congress, a 
strong Clinton victory would reshape American politics. The Re- 
publican successes since 1978 have convinced most political can- 
didates and nearly all political consultants to run on the following 
two points: the government wastes all your money, and your 
neighbors are welfare cheats and potential psychopaths. 

Clinton’s communitarianism — his national-service programs, 
his “it takes a village” rhetoric — may seem tepid to academics in 
Cambridge and Berkeley, but it is the subject of passionate debate 
on radio talk shows, the Internet, and other forums across Ameri- 
ca. If it prevails, we will have our best chance in decades of creat- 
ing a new progressive movement to replace our top-heavy political 
institutions and moldy “empowerment” language left over from 
the 1960s. 

In the 1980s, the religious right may have become disillusioned 
with Reagan — and especially George Bush — but it used its vic- 
tories as a means of mobilizing the faithful and winning lower-lev- 
el offices, where it was more successful, at least in the short run, 
at furthering its agenda. Progressives could take a lesson from the 
Christian Coalition: we could use a Clinton landslide to build a 
grassroots movement that would support sensible alternatives to 
the GOP’s increasingly radical libertarianism. 

Or we could sit on the moral high ground and scold the Ameri- 
can electorate for not sending an “ideologically pure” candidate to 
the White House. But we’ve tried that strategy for the past 30 

years. Why would it work now? ca

we actually have to discuss my finances. 

Paulette and I are discussing a matter relating to my 
late mother’s estate, and I am trying very, very hard to 
pay attention. 

She says, “First you need the 1995 substitute form 
1099 from Citibank, and then. you need to find out the 
date of purchase and the purchase price of the Treasury 
notes, and then you need to send me the year-end tax 
summary for the XTC-901-K Form B on account number 
108862, and then you need to check that against the 
downward flow of capital-gains taxes on 1995 high-yield 
tax funds, and then... .” 

Paulette might as well be speaking in tongues. My eyes 
glaze over. I break into a fine sweat. And slowly but sure- 
ly, | begin my long descent into monetary-spaz mode. 

Money. 

I hate money. I hate dealing with it, thinking about it, 
managing it, planning for it, and accounting for it. On 
the other hand, I don’t have too many problems spending 
it, which complicates matters considerably. Money brings 
out my worst, most regressive and immature side, trans- 
forms me from a comparatively competent 36-year-old 
woman into a whining, mewling child. Paulette! Help 
me! Save me! Do it 
for me! Paulette! I 
don’t even know how 
to add! 

To me, you see, 
money represents a 
final frontier of sorts, 
the last demarcation 
between the point in 
life when one is 
afforded a certain 
degree of irresponsi- 
bility in personal 
matters, and the 
point when one is 
not. To deal with 
money in a knowl- 
edgeable, mature 
fashion is to move — 
finally and irrevoca- 
bly, it seems — into 
that fearsome land 
inhabited by (gasp) 
real grownups. And a 
big part of me is just 
not ready for that. 
Bottom line: I can’t 
even pronounce the 
word “fiduciary,” let alone wrap my mind around what it 
might mean. 


F COURSE, PART OF the reason I’m sucha 
spaz about money is that I had so little of it for 


so lorig. My first job out of college, I made a 


5 AM ON THE PHONE with Paulette, my figancial 


, whopping $9000 a year, which is how I developed my 


first approach to money management: the highly devel- 
oped and sophisticated method of complete and unwa- 
vering denial. 

Bills? What bills? I don’t see any bills. Who’s Bill? 
Let's talk about something else. 

A very handy technique. I never paid a bill until I got 
the really menacing, third-and-final we-hate-you bill, the 
one that basically states that you’re a delinquent and a 
very bad girl and unless you pay us right now we’re going 
to hunt you and kill you. When I finally did pay a bill, I 
did it quickly, my teeth clenched and gaze averted, and | 
never — ever — paid the full amount due. Throw them a 
bone, pay the minimum, and don’t worry about interest 
on the balance due: it’s too much and it’s way too scary. 

Actually, this was a humiliating state of affairs. Early 
on, money became the primary symbol of a rather gaping 
discrepancy between my economic realities and my 
expectations about adulthood. On Side A of the gaping 
chasm: a big picture of the grownup life, all sophisticated

clothing and snappy car and expensive housewares and 
kitchen appliances. And on Side B: a $150-a-week pay- 
check. Plastic became my bridge between the two — a 
long, sturdy, and (for a while, anyway) very reliable 
bridge. Charge that cappuccino maker, charge those 
suede boots, charge that Mission-style dining-room table 
and four matching chairs; open accounts at 
Bloomingdale’s and Neiman Marcus and Macy’s. Interest 
rates at 12 percent? Eighteen? Twenty-one? Feh. 
Remember: denial is the key. 

By 1988, I’d racked up $10,000 in credit-card debt, a 
state of affairs I didn’t get out of (I’m ashamed to admit 
this) until my grandmother died and I inherited enough 
to pay it off. 

Since then, I’ve sworn off plastic: don’t have credit 
cards, don’t hold accounts at major department stores, 
and use only a debit card, so I can literally spend only 
what’s in my checking account. For the most part, 
though, I’m still every bit as fearful and denial-oriented 
about money as I used to be. 

I never reconcile my checking account, for example. 
Never. Freaks me out, for reasons I don’t quite under- 
stand. Instead, I use a rounding-off approach to account- 
balancing: if I’ve written a check for $51.68, I round it 
up to $52 when I enter it in my check register, and figure 
if I do this consistently, all those extra pennies will com- 
pensate for the buildup of assorted bank fees and addi- 
tion errors. Granted, this isn’t a terribly exact approach, 
but it seems one step better than that employed by my 
friend Carla, who’s 
such a spaz about 
finances that she 
actually closes her 
checking account 
every year and 
opens a new one at 
a different bank: 
she says this is the 
only way she can 
figure out how 
much money she 
really has.

Paulette has over- 
seen this fund: it’s been held in a special account, available 
for my brother and sister and me to use for big, depressing 
expenses — legal fees relating to the estate, for example. 
When I read the letter that accompanied the check, | got a 
chill: it used jarring phrases like “final disbursement” and it 
underscored, at least implicitly, the fact of my mother’s 
death. It reminded me that my siblings and I are truly on 
our own now, with no reassuring, knowledgeable overseer 
— a mom, a hands-on account-managing financial advisor 
— to stand between us and potential disaster. 

This is precisely what terrifies me about money: it’s as 
easy to lose as it is to use, and if you don’t understand 
certain things about it — how it works, how to make it 
productive, how to keep it secure — it just sits there 
before you abstractly, a big, frightening blob with equal 
power to protect or devastate. I know my ignorance 
about money, willful and self-imposed though it may be, 
is what makes financial matters feel so scary, but I simply 
can’t get myself to break through it. Paulette calls. She 
talks about investing in this company or that one, selling 
shares of X and picking up shares of Y. She talks about 
long-term gains and short-term risks and I nod into the _ 
phone and try to sound like an adult: “Okay; sounds 
good; let’s do it.” In fact, | don’t hear a word she says; 
the voices beckoning me back toward childhood and 
dependence are far too loud. a

After much inquiry and research, I have reached a dead end 
as to how to get my home phone number taken off all telemar- 
keting and tele-fundraising call lists, locally and nationally. 
Even after I tell callers who want donations for local causes to 
stop calling me, the calls persist — and seem to multiply! I’ve 
searched for some sort of national “do not call” list and have 
come up with only a lame address in Farmingdale, New York. 
That was three months ago with no reply. My local Better 
Business Bureau is useless; they referred me to the above do- 
not-call dead end. The state consumer-affairs bureau claims 
there is nothing I can do to prevent these persistent invasions of 
privacy, short of paying for an unlisted number. My challenge to 
you is this: come up with a for-real way to force phone solici- 
tors of every type (commercial and “charitable”) to take me off 
their lists!

What do you expect me to do, pal, wave my magic wand? J 
can tell you how to get your name taken off a LOT of lists. But 
if the guys at Biff’s Chiropractic & Charitable Trust find your 
name in the book and call, it’s not like I can get the FBI to 
send in a SWAT team. 

Here’s pretty much the sum total of telemarketing defenses 
that don’t involve spending money or getting sued: 

Write to the lame address in Farmingdale, as follows: 
Telephone Preference Service, Direct Marketing 
Association, Box 9014, Farmingdale, NY 11735-9014. 
Include your name, address, and telephone number (with 
area code). 

The DMA is a national association of direct-mail, telemar- 
keting, and other such outfits. The names are compiled into a 
“delete file” that’s made available to business subscribers in 
January, April, July, and October. Among these businesses are 
the major service bureaus from whom telemarketers purchase 
phone lists. 

Registration with TPS is good for five years. At present no 
acknowledgment is sent. If you move or change phone num- 
bers you should re-register. 

The drawbacks of TPS are: 

1) It doesn’t work fast enough to suit certain guys in Las 
Vegas, since it can take as long as three months for a name to 
be added to the delete list. 

2) It doesn’t affect automatic sequential-dialing systems, the 
kind that play recorded messages. We’re working on a solution 
for these guys. It involves Uzis. 

3) It doesn’t affect annoying local small fry, few of whom 
participate in national name-removal programs. Many politi- 
cians don’t participate either. Fortunately phone companies 
now provide all their customers with built-in technology to 
end unwanted local calls; it’s called hanging up. 

Invoke the power of the federal government. Okay, it’s not 
the FBI, but the Federal Trade Commission did promulgate a 
Telemarketing Sales Rule effective December 31, 1995. 
Among other things, this rule requires all telemarketers to 
keep an “in-house suppress list.” 

If a telemarketer calls you, you can demand that your 
name be added to the in-house suppress list, and that you 
never be called again. If they call you anyway, get the caller's 
name, company name, and address (or at least as much 
information as you can — feign interest in whatever they’re 
flogging and wheedle it out of the bastards). Then report 'em 
to the FTC, Bureau of Consumer Protection, Washington, 
DC 20580. Include the time and date of the call(s) and other 
details. 

Discipline yourself. If a solicitor calls, listen long enough to 
determine it’s not Publishers Clearing House saying you won 
the million dollars. (Hint: if a total stranger says, “Hello [your 
name], how are you doing today?”, this is not a good sign.) 
Then, without waiting for the other party to stop talking — 
they never stop talking — repeat the following: “Sorry, not 
interested.” For good measure you might want to throw in 
“Klaatu barada nikto too.” Then give ’em the hook. Always 
works for me. w

you have to make a long-distance call,” 
says Robert Patton-Spruill. It’s a few min- 
utes before five on a sunny Monday 
evening in September. Rush-hour traffic is 
starting to bog down Columbus Avenue, 
the main thoroughfare that runs in front of 
the imposing, fortress-like structures of 
Roxbury Community College. And a few 
blocks away, in a house tucked into a 
neighborhood that few of today’s Colum- 
bus Avenue commuters are ever likely to 
set foot in, Robert Patton-Spruill is de- 
scribing one of the things that happens to a 
community when people like him leave. 

The 27-year-old Patton-Spruill pulls 
absent-mindedly on his goatee. He is waiting 
for the phone to ring, and for George fack- 
son, a Hollywood producer best known for 
New Jack City, to be on the other end of the 
line with the news that the young director’s 
first major-studio feature film is ready to go. 
Island Pictures has already agreed to pro- 
duce the film; Patrick Swayze has signed for 
a major role; and Patton-Spruill’s agent at 
William Morris has just called with some en- 
couraging words. 

But there are still a few issues that could 
sink the project. For one, Patton-Spruill 
wants to shoot his low-budget film in Bos- 
ton. He’s even rewritten the script, a Pulp 
Fiction—style crime drama about a museum 
robbery, to be set in Boston. Of course, the 
studio execs would rather have Patton- 
Spruill shooting in LA, where they can 
keep an eye on him. And if he’s going to be 
somewhere else, Boston isn’t particularly 
appealing because of the Commonwealth’s 
Teamsters union.

states — Massachusetts is not among them 
— a modest film production that doesn’t 
need all the trucks the union requires will use 
other means of transportation and save some 
money. Here in Boston, this is not an option. 
As Patton-Spruill puts it, “The Teamsters 
have made a lot of films go away” here. To a 
producer like Jackson, whose job it is to keep 
the project on budget, high union prices 
make Boston a somewhat undesirable locale. 

Hollywood also traditionally pairs young 
directors like Patton-Spruill with an older, 
more experienced director of photography. 
“That way,” as Patton-Spruill explains, 
“they can balance the risk. Even if the di- 
rector blows it, they know they’ll get a 
good-looking film, one that will at least be 
in focus.” But Patton-Spruill wants to work 
with his own DP, local cinematographer 
Richard Moos. And, on top of all that, Pat- 
ton-Spruifl is dealing with people in Holly- 
wood who tend to think of Boston as a 
small fishing village north of Manhattan. 

“I’ve gotten to the point where | don’t 
even tell people I’m from Boston anymore 
when I’m out in LA,” he says, mock-incred- 
ulous. He pauses to pull a Camel Light from 
one of two crumpled packs on a desk clut- 
tered with an empty “Doorbell Security Sys- 
tem” box, a copy of Dog World magazine, 
and an overflowing ashtray. “People say, ‘So, 
you’re going back to New York tonight’ all 
the time. They just assume that if I’m going 
back to the East Coast, that means New 
York. Even if you specifically tell someone 
that you’re from Boston, an hour later they’ll 
be like, ‘Okay, so when you get back to New 
York, just give me a call.’ ” 

Patton-Spruill’s first encounter with the 
Hollywood elite was back in April of this 
year, when his independently produced de- 
but feature Squeeze screened at the Los An- 
geles Independent Film Festival. He came 
home, in his words, “a made man” after Mi- 
ramax bought the rights to the film for a re- 
ported million dollars. He still hasn’t seen a 
penny of that money, and he probably won’t 
until at least February, when Squeeze is slat- 
ed to be the first national release for Mira- 
max’s new black-film division, Flava Films. 
But that’s another story, one that involves a 
financier who shouldered the post-produc- 
tion costs for Squeeze and whose name Pat- 
ton-Spruill won’t speak aloud. (“Every time 
I hear my name mentioned next to his,” he 
says, “I cringe.”) 

Right now Patton-Spruill is more con- 
cerned with parlaying the buzz surrounding 
Squeeze into a career. Here in Boston, his 
and Moos’s production company, Cathartic 
FilmWorks, is gearing up for a new feature 
titled The High Holidays, in which a group 
of gangsters trip on acid during the Christ- 
mas season. Patton-Spruill also recently 
signed on as a director with September Pro- 
ductions, which handles most of the bigger 
television-commercial shoots in town. “I'd 
worked {for them] as an actor when I was a

kid — I did a Store 24 commercial and 
some other bullshit. It had always been a 
thing for me to one day become a Septem- 
ber Productions director. So there’s a local- 
boy-makes-good story for you.” 


Hollywood likes local-boy-makes-good 
stories. It gives Variety something to 
write about and executives something to 
talk about at dinner parties. There’s not a 
studio in that town that isn’t looking for 
the next Quentin Tarantino. And they'd all 
be more than happy to settle for another 
Robert Rodriguez, who made his name 
with El Mariachi. With Patton-Spruill they 
just might have their hands on a young 
Spike Lee — an African-American 
writer/director with a strong social mes- 
sage, a sharp eye, and a seemingly inex- 
haustible determination to get films made 
his way. Patton-Spruill is serious about his 
craft, and about the stories he wants to tell. 
“If Bob Dole wants to say that movies are 
what’s affecting society, well, let me.go out 
there and affect ‘some fucking society,” he 
says. “If I’m going to get on a soapbox, 
why not let Miramax or some other compa- 
ny give me a bigger soapbox to stand on?” 

Patton-Spruill generates an aura of focus 
and confidence when he makes statements 
like that. It’s not the smug self-satisfaction 
of an egomaniac, but the measured convic- 
tion of someone in the habit of thinking 
things through ahead of time, coming up 
with a plan, and finding a way to make 
them happen. He also has a winsome, play- 
ful side. He’s thrilled by little things, like 
bumping into Spike Lee at an LA book- 
store, or the possibility of getting Chuck D. 
to play one of the characters in his film for 
Island. He even risks missing the call from 
Jackson’s LA office in order to play me a 
message he got over the weekend from an 
actor who’s also up for a role. 

“Hi Rob, how’s life?”, comes the familiar 
voice from the speakerphone. “It’s John 
Leguizamo. I just saw Squeeze. It was great, 
man. You have an amazing fucking eye, a 
genius eye. The setup, the colors, the move- 
ment of the camera. It was wonderful. | 
want to work with you, man. I liked the 
script before but I didn’t know what a genius 
you were. Let’s work it out.” 


Ithough it was shot on short money — 

an estimated $400,000 — Squeeze is the 
kind of film that elicits strong reactions from 
people, even those who aren’t up for roles in 
Patton-Spruill’s next film. The LA Weekly 
called it “a rare and terrible beauty,” and a 
cover story in the Independent Film & Video 
Monthly located it in “an avenue of hope that 
lies somewhere between Menace II Society 
and Kids.” On the surface, the film reads like 
just another twist on a familiar black-cinema

dangerously, until one of them finally snaps 
from the pressure of life on the street. 
Though it’s a little short on gunplay and 
gang-banging, it works as that kind of film. 
But underneath the urban-American fagade, 
Squeeze is really more French New Wave 
than it is New Jack City. 

Patton-Spruill proudly admits to borrow- 
ing from one of the Nouvelle Vague’s most 
revered directors, Frangois Truffaut. 
“Squeeze is Truffaut’s 400 Blows made in the

orchester and Roxbury, for Field’s Corner, 
and for Egleston Square, where the X-Men 
were in the ’80s.” 

And there was inspiration closer to home: 
the Dorchester Youth Center. As a volun- 
teer, Patton-Spruill spent several years 
teaching acting to kids at the DYC, a com- 
munity center founded two decades ago by 
activist Emmett Folgert and best known as 
the place where New Kids on the Block got 
their start. Squeeze stars Patton-Spruill’s 
three best students — Tyrone Burton, Ed- 
die Cutanda, and Phuong Duong — and 
the film’s credits lead with the line “Based 
on stories by Emmett Folgert.” 

There were other catalysts. “I got hit over 
the head by Robert Rodriguez and his $7000 
lie,” Patton-Spruill says, referring to the hype 
surrounding El Mariachi’s astoundingly low 
price tag. “I call it a lie because he didn’t 

_make no full-length film for $7000. I made 
my short films for $7000. But he said some- 
thing in an interview that fucked me all up. 
He said, ‘I didn’t have any money but I had a 
pit bull, a bus, a ranch, and a town.’ 

“So I said to myself, “What you got, Rob?’ 
I had these three kids who I’d been working 
with for two years, Field’s Corner, Emmett’s 
stories, and a crew that was ready to go to 
hell and back for me. And if you can get 
three kids to act and do it well, then you will 
beat everyone in Hollywood, hands down, 
over and over again.” 

His DYC kids also unwittingly helped lay 
the groundwork for fundraising efforts that 
Patton-Spruill, Moos, and their four partners 
— Stephanie Danan, Patricia Moreno (who 
is now also Patton-Spruill’s fiancée), Ari 
Newman, and Garen Topalian — would 
have to undertake. The trio had appeared in 
front of thousands with the Boston Pops at a 
Fourth of July concert on the Esplanade; they 
had been commended publicly by Ted 
Kennedy and Janet Reno; they had been 
guests on NBC’s Today show; and — the 
clincher — they had shaken hands with 
President Clinton at the White House. Pat- 
ton-Spruill knew he could splice footage 
from those events into a videotape that would 
inspire investors to open their wallets. 

Still, there’s a difference between being 
ready to do something and being determined 
to see it through. What made the difference 
for Patton-Spruill was Menace II Society. He 
says that the day the film opened, “when a lot 
of DYC kids skipped class to see it, and came 





back dying to rob a convenience store,” he 
started writing Squeeze. “That’s when I knew 
I had to make a movie that said something 
about how kids become bad kids, a movie 
that’s more realistic and more boring.” 

He goes on: “Oliver Stone said, when he 
was doing Platoon, that the Vietnam War 
was boring 95 percent of the time and five 
percent of the time all hell would break loose. 
That’s exactly what it’s like in the ghetto.” 

If Platoon was Stone’s way of communi- 
cating the psychological toll on young Amer- 
ican soldiers during the Vietnam War, then 
Squeeze is Patton-Spruill’s study of how 
ghetto life assaults the senses and the sanity 
of its teenagers. But unlike Stone and even 
Spike Lee, Patton-Spruill doesn’t put much 
stock in manufacturing a moral to the story. 
Instead, he concentrates on capturing the in- 
ner drama of his characters in the stylized 
manner of the great auteurs Truffaut and 
Jean-Luc Godard. Like The 400 Blows, 
Squeeze is a study of the psychic damage in- 
flicted on an adolescent boy. by what he sees 
as he wanders through the city with his crew 
of delinquent friends. 

“At the DYC, we’d been seeing kids who 
had gone into psychiatric care and been di- 
agnosed with post-traumatic stress disor- 
der,” he recalls. “I wanted to make a movie 
that was about what it’s really like on the 
street, where most of the time you just sell 
your drugs and nothing happens. Squeeze 
isn’t hyper-violent or over the top. It’s 
about what would really happen if you were 
a kid and a gang scared you off the block 
where you used to beg for quarters at a gas 
station. In a real "hood movie, everybody 
dies at the end, or the best friend dies. In 
reality, not everyone dies. A lot of those 
kids make it, they live, and they have to 
deal with that experience for the rest of 
their lives. That’s what Squeeze is about.” 

Like Lee, Patton-Spruill has a place, Bos- 
ton, that he intends to make a character in 
his films. “It’s not just Spike that does that,” 
he says. “Woody Allen has Manhattan, Barry 
Levinson has Baltimore, John Sayles has 
Jersey, and Abel Ferrara hasn’t made a movie 
outside of Manhattan. Most filmmakers who 
come from the auteur school use what they 
grew up with over and over again.” 


he ghetto, or Roxbury, is where Patton- 

Spruill grew up. But, as in Squeeze, 
there’s more to that story than the media’s 
exploitative, guns-drugs-and-murder version 
of the inner city. For one thing, Patton- 
Spruill’s family is middle class. His parents, 
Lynda Patton and James Spruill, were com- 
mitted to staying in Roxbury, in the black 
community. But they weren’t willing to gam- 
ble their son’s education on the Boston 
school system, so they paid to send their son 
to the Park School in Brookline and then to 
Brookline High. Dad teaches acting and di- 
recting at BU, and Mom, a playwright, is 
best known in the theater community for her 








Drink the Contents of the Vial. Together, the 
two ran a local company called New African 
Company Theatre for the People, which was 
active in the early ’80s, and instilled in their 
son a belief in the importance of a good edu- 
cation and an allegiance to liberal politics. 

“My parents weren’t going to let me come 
out stupid or get into a gang, even though 
they refused to live in Brookline for their own 
political reasons,” he says. His parents’ poli- 
tics made a strong impression early on. “I re- 
member one Christmas they had convinced 
me that there was no Santa Claus, and I 
wasn’t going to get no presents because 
Nixon took them all. There was this big 
brouhaha because my grandfather asked me 
what I wanted for Christmas, and I just start- 
ed crying, ‘Nixon took all the presents.’ ” 

Patton-Spruill’s parents also gave their 
son an early start in the theater. “Imagine 
your parents owning a corner store that you 
had to go work in every day after school. 
My parents didn’t own a corner store — 
they had a theater company. So every day 
after school, I’d either go wait for Dad to 
finish teaching, or go to rehearsals. I sat 
through thousands of acting classes, thou- 
sands of directing classes, thousands of per- 
formances. And whenever they needed a 
kid, guess who the kid was?” 

So Patton-Spruill’s formative years were 
clearly different from those of his neighbors 
and those of three characters in Squeeze. But 
they still left him with a strong sense of life in 
the ghetto. “Just because I didn’t go out 
there and sell drugs didn’t mean that sitting 
by my bedroom window as a kid I didn’t 
watch those drug dealers every day and know 
exactly what was going on. And it doesn’t 
mean I didn’t see that kid get shot in front of 
our house, or those kids torch that car. You 
don’t grow up in Roxbury without experienc- 
ing those things. And I have my own person- 
al experience to draw on. I mean, my 
younger brother is a crack-head right now in 
Wisconsin. He’s six-foot-one and good look- 
ing, I was five-foot-nothing and chubby. He 
tried to go to college and all that, but he end- 
ed up getting a bunch of girls pregnant and 
now he’s in all kinds of trouble.” 

Though Patton-Spruill avoided the pitfalls 
of life on the wrong side of the tracks, going 
to school in one environment and home to 
another wasn’t easy. “High school sucked,” 
he says. “I wasn’t from Brookline, so I had 
no real friends there. I was — I still am — 
short. And back then, I was heavier. So for 
me it was like, “Let me just get the hell out of 
here and try it again in college.’ To this day I 
run into people I remember from Brookline 
High and they don’t know who the fuck I 
am. They’re like, ‘Oh, we went to school to- 
gether?’ And it’s like, ‘Yeah, remember me? 
I’m Robert Patton-Spruill. We were in the 
same homeroom for three years.’ ” 

Patton-Spruill graduated from BU with a 
history degree, took some time off, and then,

after working in casting at the Collinge-Pick- 
man agency in Cambridge and earning money 
on the side as a scriptwriter, decided it was 
time to take filmmaking seriously. He went 
back to BU in 1991 to get a master’s degree at 
the film school, and quickly distinguished 
himself as a maverick overachiever. 

His first student film, a seven-minute black- 
and-white short called Anthony’s Place, got 
shown on the Bravo network. His second 
short, a gritty documentary about a day in the 
life of a stripper called Interior Monologue, 
stirred up controversy and earned kudos. It 
was accepted at 14 film festivals and then, at 
the screening for BU’s student academy- 
award nominations, it was turned off halfway 
through when some viewers deemed it offen- 
sive (though the awards committee did see the 
whole thing). His third and most ambitious 
film at BU took Amiri Baraka’s play The 
Dutchman, moved it from a New York subway 
to a surreal rave bar, added a little New Wave 
hyperreality to the mix, and pissed off even 
more people with its bristling portrayal of in- 
terracial sexual politics. It tied for first place at 
the student academy awards. The other first- 
place winner was Interior Monologue. 


lot of people in Patton-Spruill’s shoes 
would have taken the award money and 
bought a one-way ticket to LA, or at least to 
New York. And a lot of them have. As Patton- 
Spruill puts it, “Boston is one of the hugest 
creative pools feeding New York.” But in 
1993 he had unfinished business to take care 
of at the DYC and a movie called Squeeze to 
make in Boston. By the time Miramax picked 
up Squeeze, Patton-Spruill was as committed 
to Roxbury as his parents. At the beginning of 
the year, he and Moreno (who grew up in 
Manhattan) bought an abandoned house. It’s 
a twin of the ancient hulk across the street, 
minus the boarded-up windows, and is only a 
block away from the spot that the neighbor- 
hood gang has decided to call its own. Just af- 
ter he and Moreno moved in, someone 
robbed the only thing left in the house — the 
kitchen cabinets. The night before I first met 
Patton-Spruill, his parked car had been to- 
taled by a hit-and-run driver right in front of 
his house. That’s what the neighborhood be- 
hind Roxbury Community College is like. 
“Why do I want to live here?”, Patton- 
Spruill asks himself. “In a way, I don’t. But 
someone’s got to make a success of them- 
selves and stay. Otherwise, what does that 
say about this neighborhood and about Bos- 
ton in general? Someone’s got to put their 
foot down and say enough and make a rea- 
son why others will stay. That’s why I made 
Squeeze, fundamentally. You’ve got to make 
a statement, you’ve got to do something. 
Rather than buckle, I want to stand.” 
Patton-Spruill is convinced that independent 
filmmaking in Boston is on the verge of a re- 
naissance. “I mean, everything I need to create, 
to be inspired, and to become better is right 
here in Boston. The thing about Boston right 


now is that we got it all,” he says, referring to 
the local film community. “There’s the black 
dude, that’s me. There’s Brad Anderson, who’s 
got the white-boy-angst thing. There’s Hilary 
Weisman, who’s got the white-girl-angst thing 
going on. And there’s Stephen Kijak, who’s got 
the gay thing. Those four directors cover the 
independent-film world. The question is, how 
do we make it in this town? I’m going to stay 
here and try and make a Boston film commu- 
nity happen. A city is more than just a location, 
it’s the people that are there. And the people 
that I want to work with are here. We can get a 
hotel room for Patrick Swayze.” 

Patton-Spruill still has some battles ahead. 
For every John Leguizamo who’s willing to 
“work it out” in order to be in one of his films, 
there are two bean counters in a big office who 
don’t want to be so flexible. Patton-Spruill also 
knows that he’d be in a much better position 
professionally if he were, as he puts it, “out 
there having cappuccino with important people 
right now” instead of waiting for the phone to 
ring with a call placed 3000 miles away. 

When the call from Jackson finally does 
come, at around 6:30 p.m., Patton-Spruill 
almost puts it on speakerphone. Then he 
thinks twice and picks up the receiver. 

“I love the sound of your voice,” he kids to 
Jackson’s secretary. But when Jackson gets on 
the phone, his tone changes. “What hap- 
pened?” he asks, a smile on his face and a 
trace of concern in his voice. “Damn, George, 
you giveth and then you taketh away.” 

It turns out that Jackson doesn’t want a 
Boston shoot and doesn’t want Moos as di- 
rector of photography. But he offers a com- 
promise: shoot five days in Boston and then 
move the production to a right-to-work state 
like North Carolina. Do it that way, he says 
to Patton-Spruill, and you can keep Moos as 
your DP. For a young director, it’s still tech- 
nically a victory; he’s still getting to use his 
own people, and the film will still be set in 
Boston. But it’s also a disappointment. 

“I know I’ve been greedy by saying I want 
to shoot the whole film here,” Patton-Spruill 
admits quietly after hanging up the phone. 
“But three and a half million dollars is enough 
to make a good movie in Massachusetts, I 
don’t care what they say.” He doesn’t want the 
Teamsters to make his movie go away.. “It’s 
one of those things where you’re dealing with 
someone whose bottom line is the bottom line. 
But I don’t want to do it without my man Rich 
[Moos], and at least he’s giving me that.” 

The details of the film, tentatively titled 
Bodycount, aren’t finalized yet. But chances 
aré that Patrick Swayze will be needing that 
hotel room in Boston for a week sometime 
early next year. Even if Patton-Spruill ends 
up shooting for a couple of months in North 
Carolina, he’ll still be coming home to Rox- 
bury. And the next time somebody in the 
neighborhood needs advice from a success- 
ful director, it will be a local call. &

The old Paramount Deli was the last place on Beacon Hill 
where you could get char-grilled hamburgers as flat as coast- 
ers, wrapped in wax paper and accompanied by a half-sour 
pickle. But despite the wonderful shish kebab and the greasy- 
spoon charm (you could easily imagine John Belushi behind 
the counter, bellowing, “Cheeseburger, cheeseburger!”), the 
restaurant had been slipping in recent years.

The hamburg- 
ers are still there, slightly larger, leaner, and pricier ($4.75), 
along with a generous Greek salad ($6.25). Breakfast is still 
served, as it should be, from 7 a.m. to 4:30 p.m., with an as- 
sortment of old-fashioned omelets ($3.95 to $4.25) and stacked 
buttermilk pancakes ($4.50, with three strips of crispy bacon).

Street (Beacon Hill), in Boston, is open daily from 7 a.m. to 4:30 
p.m., and for dinner (with table service) from 5:30 to 11 p.m.

kind of hole-in-the-wall you wouldn’t 

visit if you weren't from the neighbor- 
hood — brick, flat-fronted, with a single high- 
mounted window. But the sign looks welcom- 
ing enough, and if you angle a look in the win- 
dow, you may catch a glimpse of a brick 
hearth, a short bar, and a couple of shanks of 
presunto (hint: looks like prosciutto) hanging 
over the fireplace. 

Atasca is indeed inviting. It’s also warm, and 
busy, and surprisingly sophisticated. Its butcher- 
block tables are almost the size of picnic tables, 
but you may actually need all that space. We 
did, passing around an open copper clamshell 
and a split cornish game hen and an appetizer of 
octopus .. . but I get ahead of myself. 

Portuguese food has the straightforward, 
powerful flavors we associate with Mediter- 
ranean “peasant food.” Only in Portugal’s 
case, the land the peasants work is the At- 
lantic Ocean. (It is said that the Portuguese 
have a salt-cod recipe for 
every day of the year, and 
I’d be willing to bet the 
same thing is true of shell- 
fish.) The cuisine that 
comes closest to Por- 
tuguese is Spanish, which is 
similarly seafood-heavy and 
reliant on olive oil and gar-

black-eyed peas. But galloping (or squirting) 
to victory in the appetizer stakes is the polvo 
na cagarola ($5). It’s described as “a cold sal- 
ad of tender bits of octopus,” but don’t be 
fooled: this was an explosively flavored raw 
salsa of diced red onion, cumin, vinegar, and 
sliced marinated octopus tentacles. I’ve had 
whole grilled tentacles at a Portuguese restau- 
rant before, and marveled at the tenderness 
that can be achieved with this notoriously 
chewy meat; this was just as easy on the mo- 
lars, and much more lively. 

Our second visit to Atasca, we watched an 
animated bar scene unfold, with men crowding 
for beer and wine and appetizers around the six 
or so barstools, in a reasonable simulation of 
an actual tasca in Portugal. The seated crowd 
seemed decidedly less Portuguese; although 
we're a little far off the usual circuit out here in 
East Cambridge, both Harvard and MIT are 
within a short drive. The décor is standard 
North Suburb Modern: white walls, tan wain- 
scotting, acoustic tile. 
The walls are hung with 
photographs of Portugal 
and with decorated ce- 
ramics.

Portuguese food 
also has the reputation of 
being more intensely fla- 
vored than Spanish food, 
although the garlic-heavy tapas at local Span- 
ish favorites like Dali certainly set the bar 
high. 

Here, a meal starts with a sliced loaf of Por- 
tuguese bread, dense and a little crumbly, and a 
dish of olives. The olives are on the small side, 
bigger than nigoise, and addictive despite being 
a little bland. It’s not a bad idea to start with a 
bottle of vinho verde, or “green wine,” which is 
the staple Portuguese tipple. A bottle of white 
will run you $10, and — light, low in alcohol, 
and almost effervescent — this is stuff you can 
keep drinking the whole meal. 

Linguiga, or garlic-spiced sausage, appears on 
a lot of menus in Cambridge and Somerville, but 
the dish here — linguiga with grilled pineapples 
($4) — is unusual. It’s identified as Azorean in 
origin — sort of the high-flavored version of 
melon and prosciutto. I would say it’s the Por- 
tuguese version of melon and prosciutto, but 
that slot is taken by the presunto da casa ($5), 
chunky slices of dark, home-cured ham served 
with cantaloupe. A dish of poached littlenecks 
($5), about a dozen, was conventionally pre- 
pared in a rich, salty broth of white wine, pars- 
ley, lemon juice, and garlic. 

Beyond those three offerings, every appetiz- 
er seemed a novelty. The queijo fresco ($4) 
sounds like a cheese plate, but it arrived with 
quite a bit more: grilled white cornbread, 
which you spread with a smoky paste of chori- 
zo and red pepper and then top with a fresh 
white cheese. The pasteis 4 tasca ($5) were 
fingerlike croquettes, two each of bacalhau

of us, each taking half of 
a rather large game hen 
and half of the accompanying “tomato rice,” 
which had the texture and stock-cooked flavor 
of a light tomato risotto. The only really expen- 
sive entrees were those designed to be shared: 
arroz de mariscos 4 valenciana ($18), for in- 
stance, which Spanish-food fans will recognize 
as paella: shrimp, mussels, clams, calamari, 
pork, and chicken in saffron rice. 

Walking off with the novelty award was a 
specialty from the southern Portuguese coast: 
the améijoas na cataplana ($13), which was 
served in sort of a meta-clam: a hammered- 
copper bivalve steamer (the cataplana) that ar- 
rived scalding hot. The waiter opened it up to 
reveal a steamy profusion of clams, peppers, 
sausage chunks, and presunto, all in a rich, 
salty broth not unlike that which came with the 
littlenecks. 

Other entrees were more predictable, if not 
entirely conventionally prepared. The bife 4 tas- 
ca ($10.50) was a marinated sirloin steak, 
served with a fried egg across the top. Pork 
medallions ($12) came thin and quite tender, 
with a sauce that was almost sweet and hinted 
at citrus. 

Desserts were fine, if perfunctory: a service- 
able rice pudding with cinnamon ($2.50), and 
pasteis de Nata, a pair of little custard tarts 
($2). 

Most people associate Portugal with its most 
widely exported product, port wine. There was 
one glass of port offered on the wine list, and I 
probably broke some cardinal law of restaurant 
reviewing by not ordering it. But port you can

Full-flavored meatballs, 
stuffed grape leaves, roast lamb, and real 
mashed potatoes. Very decent fried chick- 
en for the kids.

nothing subtle about this experiment in fu- 
sion — pan-Asian with a heavy Italian ac- 
cent.

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Black Panthers 


The late, ever-quotable then vice-president Spiro 
Agnew described the Black Panthers in 1970 as “a 
completely irresponsible group of criminals.” 
Others, liberals and conservatives alike, have 
denounced them as racists, misogynists, anti- 
Semites, terrorists, and murderers. Founded in 
Oakland in 1966 by Bobby Seale and Huey Newton 
for the purpose of protecting the black community 
from police brutality, the black-bereted, leather- 
jacketed, gun-toting Panthers became white 
America’s worst nightmare of black rage. Targeted 
by the police, the Panthers were quickly over- 
whelmed by negative publicity, arrests, and killings. 
Given its notoriety and seeming failure, why honor 
the 30th anniversary of a movement that ended in 
police raids, imprisonment, drug addiction, and 
death? 

“Although they have been depicted as murderers 
and victims, the Black Panthers are indeed relevant 
to our times,” says Gerald O’Grady, curator of 
“The Black Panther Party 30th Anniversary: Films 
Made, Re-Made, To-Be-Made,” a series of screen- 
ings and discussions with the filmmakers and for- 
mer party members including Bobby Seale and 
Kathleen Cleaver. “Their school-breakfast pro- 
grams, their efforts to educate the community about 
their legal rights, their prison reform activities, and 
their overall notion of empowering the community 
have had lasting effects. But what’s most interesting 
about the Panthers is not their politics and organiza- 
tion, but that they were individual heroes who put 
their lives on the line.” 

The truth of that last statement is illustrated by 
many of the films. Mike Gray’s electrifying docu- 
mentary The Murder of Fred Hampton (1971) inves- 
tigates the life and death of the Chicago-chapter 
leader who was killed by the police. Roxanne 
Bazjian’s Charles Garry: Streetfighter in the Court 
Room (1992) examines the spurious murder trials 
of Bobby Seale and Huey Newton. And Mario Van 
Peebles’s Panther (1995) puts forward the unset- 
tling and increasingly substantiated claim that the 
government seeded the ghettoes with drugs to 
undermine the party. 

“Altogether 38 Panthers were killed in the course 
of the party’s history,” notes O’Grady. “By this 
point in the civil-rights movement, the government 
knew how to deal with them.” 

The series screens at the Harvard Film Archive in 
the Carpenter Center, 24 Quincy Street, October 10 
through 12. On October 10, The Murder of Fred 
Hampton (1971) will screen at 6 p.m. and will be 
followed by a discussion with director Mike Gray 
and former Panthers Kathleen Cleaver, Bobby Seale, 
and Charles Pinderhughes. On October 11, Roxanne 
Bazjian’s Charles Garry: Streetfighter in the 
Courtroom (1992) will screen at 6:30 p.m., followed 
at 8:30 p.m. by the world premiere of Lee Lew-Lee’s 
All Power to the People: The Black Panther Party 
and Beyond (1996), with the filmmaker in atten- 
dance. On October 12, “Films on the Black 
Panthers” will screen at 3 p.m., Mario Van Peebles’s 
Panther (1993) at 6:30 p.m., and Melvin Van

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America’s best-kept secret? 


It’s no joke: Grant Wood is truly a great artist 


BY JEFFREY GANTZ Even if the name isn’t instantly familiar, the 
painting will be. You’ve seen it on billboards, on magazine covers from 
Mad to Time, in Charles Addams cartoons, on Johnny Carson and 
Saturday Night Live, and with the heads of first couples superimposed: 


Jimmy and Rosalynn, Ron and Nancy, Hill and Bill, Dick and Spiro — 


yes, it’s American Gothic, and it must be the most parodied canvas in 


the history of painting, maybe the 
most parodied artwork ever. Its 
creator, a sleepy-looking fellow 
from rural lowa, is held up as 
being to art what Ed Wood is to 
film. Yet the Worcester Art 
Museum is trying to pass Grant 
Wood off as an “American 
Master.” Is this some kind of 
election-year joke? What gives? 

Actually, the WAM has under- 
stated its case. The eye-popping 
exhibition that's opening in 
Worcester this Sunday, “Grant 
Wood: An American Master 
Revealed,” reveals its subject to be 
a grandmaster who’s a step ahead 
of public perception, and hipper 
than most of his critics. The 
exhibit is making its third and 
final stop here, having gone first 
to the Joslyn Art Museum in 
Omaha and the Davenport 
Museum of Art in Wood's native 
lowa. Its appearance in Worcester 
is a major coup, probably the art 
event of the year. 

Not convinced? Take a quick 
look at Wood's 1932 Daughters of 
Revolution (not in the show, 
unfortunately, but you can catch 
it in the video room). Three ladies 
can be seen framing a reproduc- 
tion of Emanuel Leutze’s 
Washington Crossing the 
Delaware, and a more unrevolu- 
tionary-looking lot you couldn't 
imagine: tight-mouthed, thin- 
lipped, with dull, vacant eyes and 
not a hint of intelligence. They’re 
wearing granny dresses, and the 
one in the middle is holding a 
Blue Willow teacup in an affected 
manner, her ring finger conspicu- 
ously bare. Behind them 
Washington looms majestically, 
heroically; God help us, you 
think, if these really are the 
daughters of revolution. 

There’s a story behind this 
painting. Five years earlier, in 
1927, Wood had been commis- 
sioned by the city of Cedar Rapids 
to create a stained-glass window 
for the Veterans Memorial 
Coliseum. Unhappy with the 
quality of American-made glass, 
he went to Munich in 1928, 
where he found his needs met by 
the Emil Frei Company. The win- 
dow was finished in 1920, but it 
was not dedicated till 1955, 
because the Daughters of the 
American Revolution contended 
that a German company should 
not have been allowed to fabricate 
a World War | memorial. 

Daughters of Revolution is 
Wood's satiric response. (It can’t 
have been lost on him that Leutze 
was born in Germany and painted 
his Washington in Diisseldorf.) 
And yet — with Grant Wood 
there’s always an “and yet” — the 
ladics are depicted with merciless 
realism, while behind them 
Washington and his troops parade 
in all their mythologized majesty. 
Insular and narrow-minded, these 
nevertheless are the daughters of 
the American Revolution.

The tension between Old 
World sophistication and home- 
spun Midwestern simplicity pretty 
much sums up Grant Wood's life 
and career. Born in 1891 on a 
farm near Anamosa (northeast of 
Cedar Rapids), he spent two 
summers after high school at 


Ernest Batchelder’s School of 
Design and Handicraft in 
Minneapolis, then moved to 


Chicago, where he took night 
classes at the Art Institute. From 
1919 to 1925 he taught in the

the trademark windmill at right., , 
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Cedar Rapids public schools; 
during this same period he made 
three trips to Paris, where he 
learned to paint outside. The first 
of these, in 1920, was just a sum- 
mer vacation; but for the second, 
in 1923, he took a sabbatical from 
teaching and spent 14 months in 
Paris and in Sorrento, Italy. The 
third stay, in the summer of 1926, 
culminated with a show of 37 
paintings at Paris's Galcric 
Carmine; it was followed by the 
1928 trip to Munich, where he 





was able to study the Northern 
Gothic paintings at the Alte 
Pinakothek, particularly the 
works of Hans Memling. 

By 1930, when his mature style 
suddenly flowered, Wood had 
developed into an artist of the 
world. He had taken in the 
lessons of Impressionism but had 
been more influenced by the 
pointillism of Georges Scurat and 
the geometric forms of Italian 
artists like Giotto and Piero della 
Francesca. His stay in Munich 
exposed him to the Neue 
Sachlichkeit, or “new objectivity,” 
painters like Otto Dix who in turn 
harked back to Albrecht Diirer 
and Hans Holbein. 

The Worcester show reflects 
Wood’s striving for the eclectic 
synthesis — a melting pot, if you 
will — that would make him a 
great American artist. Works like 
The Spotted Man (1924), Truck 
Garden, Moret (1924), and Mixed 
Bouquet on a Covered Table 
(Flowers for Alice) (1928) reveal 
an artist of originality and talent 
who's still in the chrysalis stage. 
In 1930 the butterfly emerged: 
Ican in contour, vibrant in color, 
with an advanced grasp of geom- 
etry and a plethora of unexpected, 
often troubling, insights. 

Thanks to the “miracle” of pre- 
liminary studies, you can see this 





s at us here with a keen intelligence. Note 
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transformation right before your 
eyes. A study for Stone City, lowa 
(1930) is straight out of Cézanne: 
winding roads and rolling hills in 
a flat, centerless, nearly abstract 
composition rendered in severely 
muted greens and browns. The 
finished painting is astonishingly 
different: about all that remains is 
the high horizon line, which here 
suggests that God is looking 
down on His creation. And what a 
creation! Bright sunlight bathes 
the upper right section, where 
color runs riot: lemon and maize 
yellows, olive greens, rich mush- 
room browns, and a touch of 
barnyard orange. The 
Wapsipinicon River cuts diago- 
nally through the middle; it’s 
spanned by a handsome bridge. 
Forms are simplified into clear, 
recognizable essences, as if our 
existence were God's toy town. A 
windmill (one turns up in almost 
all of Wood's rural paintings; 
there are five here) on the dark 
side of the river and a small house 
on the sunny side anchor the 
painting, but everywhere the hills, 
tilting and swirling, roll you into 
the comfort and security of the 
buildings — an effect that’s com- 
pletely absent from the study. Just 
to the left of the big windmill you 
can sce the tiny figure of a small 
boy on a white horse; the way he 
nestles. between the windmill and 
a house’s gabled roof says every- 
thing about the sense of security 
Stone City creates. 

Wood produces a similar effect 
in The Birthplace of Herbert 
Hoover. In 1931 Hoover was in 
his third year of office; hc was the 
first American president from 
lowa — indced the first president 
to have been born west of the 
Mississippi, and his birthplace 
had already become a tourist 
attraction. What the artist offers 
us here is a Midwestern rural 
utopia, with a roomy, comfortable 
house sheltered by tall trees and 
overseeing manicured lawns. 
There’s even a tiny figure at the 
center with one arm raised, as if 
showing us what’s behind curtain 
number three. There’s an ironic 
twist, however: Hoover was born, 
in 1874, in the little cottage that 
stands to the left of the main com- 
plex — which wasn’t built till 
1890, well after he and his family 
had moved out. So what people 
visited, and what Wood has quite 
consciously painted, is not the 
reality of Hoover's beginnings but 
the first step in the mythifying 
process. 

That same year saw what could 
stand as Wood’s most beautiful 
and complex work, Midnight Ride 
of Paul Revere. You have to look a 
bit just to find Paul; he's the 
miniature figure just passing the 
church, on a dashing, stylized 
stecd that Wood copicd from a 
rocking horse he found at a 
fricnd’s house. As in Stone City, 
we're looking down from an 
impossible height, getting a 
God’s-cye view of the dollhouses 
scattered along a ycllow ribbon of 
road. Dominating the picture is a 
Colonial-style church that resem- 
bles Christ Church in the North 
End of Boston, where the lanterns 
were hung; it’s the focus — actu- 
ally it seems to be the source, an 
interesting theological idea —- of 
the moonlight that floods the left- 
center areca. Lights are on in the 
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houses, and some people in night- 
clothes have emerged, but the 
sides of the painting — where 
Revere has been, and where: he’s 
going — are dark, as if to say that 
where we come from and where 
we're going are a mystery. We 
pass on by; the church and the 
houses remain, and even they 
stand in the shelter of what look 
like massive cliffs rising in the 
background. 

Because the landscape is so 
obviously artificial and because 
the figures are so small, some 
critics concluded that Wood was 
debunking the myth; in his recent 
Paul Revere’s Ride, Brandeis his- 
torian David Hackett Fischer calls 
the painting’s landscape “soulless 
and sterile.” Myth, however, is a 
kind of fantasy, and so it’s appro- 
priate that our American myths 
should be depicted in fantasy 
worlds. This one is geometrically 
abstract, rather than sterile, and 
its peculiar perspective, mysteri- 
ous lighting, and elongated 
church spire reaching up to God 
give it an extraordinary emotional 
richness and resonance. 

Nothing, of course, generated 
the controversy of American 
Gothic (1930). Wood's image of 
a_ pinched, pitchfork-wielding 
farmer and his equally wizened- 
looking wife has become a syn- 
onym for satire. And yet the 
painting persists in the popular 
imagination, which has even con- 
ceived an affection for this scem- 
ingly unlovable couple. So maybe 
it’s more complex than we think? 
In fact, Wood used as models his 
62-year-old dentist and his 30- 
year-old sister Nan, probably 
meaning them to be seen not as 
husband and wife but as a farmer 
and his unmarried daughter. 
Inspired by a house built in 
Carpenter Gothic style that he 
came across in southern lowa, the 
artist produced a kind of vintage 
family portrait in the style of 
Northern Gothic painting. To be 
sure, it’s a disturbing picture: the 
man may have something of 
Wood’s own severe, autocratic 
father in him, and the woman's 
averted eyes speak volumes. But if 
the pair are stiffbacked, they also 
represent integrity, moral recti- 
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tude (an idea that’s underlined by 
Gothic’s vertical lines), and the 
hardships of Midwestern farm life 
— a life Wood knew and under- 
stood. What keeps this work 
going, decade after decade, is its 
honesty; the artist doesn’t apolo- 
gize for the truth, and he doesn’t 
try to improve on it either. 

Any doubts as to Wood's sense 
of humor must be stilled by anoth- 
er double portrait, Appraisal 
(1931). A fashionably dressed lady 
from the city, doubtless looking for 
Sunday dinner, is eyeing the 
Plymouth Rock rooster that’s nes- 
tled in the arms of her country 
counterpart in this barnyard scene. 
She’s got the cloche hat, the pearl 
earrings, the fur-trimmed coat; the 
farmwoman has a cloth coat fas- 
tened by a safety pin and an ugly 
knitted cap. Yet it’s the city lady,

with her puffy face and double 
chin, who resembles the rooster in 
profile; the farmwoman’s sure, 
steady gaze (who's appraising 
who?) suggests she has nothing to 
be ashamed of. 

Wood's style never really devel- 
oped from this astonishing out- 
burst in the early ‘30s, but he 
continucd to turn out great paint- 
ings. His landscapes tilt and roll 
like the lines of Einstein’s space- 
time, bent toward the mass of 
human habitations; look for Near 
Sundown (1933) and Haying and 
New Road (both 1939). His scrics 
illustrating the characters of 
Sinclair Lewis's Main Street is 
devastating, especially in The 
Perfectionist (1936). And don’t 
miss Death on the Ridge Road 
(1935), where a fancy limousine 
tries to angle between an old Ford 
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and a bright red truck, under a 
lowering, tornado-green sky, with 
telephone poles that look like 
crosses. In this nightmare scene, 


Wood doesn't indicate who's 
about to die; he just catches that 
awful moment where the drivers 
all realize what’s happening. 

It's not often that a New 
England muscum gets a show 
with this many masterpicces, 
paintings that delight the eye and 
provoke the mind. Grant Wood's 
work is. scattered all over 
America, and it doesn’t visit here 
much (American Gothic has been 
in New England just once, back in 
1942, also at the WAM; Midnight 
Ride of Paul Revere is riding in 
New England for the first time). 
“An American Master Revealed” 
could literally be a once-in-our- 
lifetime opportunity. i

The catalogue that accom- 
panies this show repro- 
duces every painting you'll 
see at the museum and 
some you won't, like 
Daughters of Revolution. 
The color is handsome, 
and most of the major 
works from Wood’s mature 
period are here (Spring 
Landscape, Woman with 
Plants, Arbor Day, and 
Young Corn are among the 
absentees), so the book 
(Pomegranate Artbooks, 
112 pages, $26.95), which 
is available at the muse- 
um's gift shop, makes a 
great visual souvenir. 
Unfortunately the three 
academic essays included 
focus on Wood's influences 
and technique to the exclu- 
sion of what kind of person 
he was (you'd never guess 
he had a sly sense of 
humor), what he was trying 
to say through his art, and 
what made him a great 
painter. Try My Brother, 
Grant Wood, a memoir by 
his sister Nan Wood 
Graham (also available at 
the gift shop, which in addi- 
tion to books has a nice 
selection of T-shirts, cards, 
magnets, coasters, letter 
openers, mousepads, and 
barnyard animals, plus a 
snazzy American Gothic 
tie), or check in your library 
for James M. Dennis's 
Grant Wood: A Study in 
American Art and Culture 
(Viking Press, 1975) or 
Wanda M. Corn’s Grant 
Wood: The Regionalist 
Vision (Yale University 
Press, 1983). 

The WAN is offering its 
usual menu of appetizing 
side dishes — not the least 
of which are the recipes 
from The American Gothic 
Cookbook that are avail- 
able in the museum's cafe- 
teria. The 29-minute video 
that plays continuously in 
the video room is a must- 
see; try to watch it before 
you go through the exhibit. 
There's an accompanying 
print show, in two parts, 
called “America the 
Beautiful”; it features work 
by Thomas Hart Benton 
and John Steuart Curry as 
well as a selection by 
Wood. 

There will also be a 
slide lecture by Davenport 
Museum curator Brady M. 
Roberts (October 6 at 2 
p.m.) and a lecture/dessert 
package from WAM direc- 
tor (and lowa native) 
James Welu (October 27 
at 3 p.m. and November 
20 at 7:30 p.m.), plus a 
“Growing Up with Grant 
Wood” evening with peo- 
ple who knew him as chil- 
dren (October 29 at 7 
p.m.). Call the museum at

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Big country 


Giant is still a whale of a movie 
BY STEVE VINEBERG Giant, which is 


receiving a 40th-anniversary re-release, is a 


very famous picture, but my guess is that, 
though it’s available on video, hardly anyone 
has seen it in years — that it’s better known 
now through the lore surrounding it. It was 


James Dean's third and final 
movie; he completed it just before 
his fatal car crash. (Its place in 
the Dean legend is covered pretty 
thoroughly in Robert Altman’s 
Come Back to the 5 & Dime, 
Jimmy Dean, Jimmy Dean.) And 
as a romantic vision of Texas, 
where horseback ranchers survey 
their 600,000 acres and scruffy 
lowlifes strike black gold and turn 
rich overnight, it has an assured 
place in Texas mythology, too. 
Lyle Lovett’s “This Old Porch,” 
for example, an elegy for the 
grand old Texas the film repre- 
sents, mentions a deserted down- 
town movie palace: “a screen 
without a picture since Giant 
came to town.” 

Giant is a lot more fun to see in 
a theater than on TV because 
though God knows it isn’t pro- 
found, the way it looks — cine- 
matographer’s William Mellor’s 
enormous vistas — tells you what 
it means. And the big screen 
makes sense of the three-hour- 
and-18-minute running time, 
which, of course, goes along with 
the exuberant outsize feel of the 
picture. In a lot of ways, Giant 
isn’t a very good movie (and the 
second half is mostly terrible), but 
it’s a compulsively watchable one. 
The director, George Stevens, 
had passed his prime — he'd 
made his last really fine movie, A 
Place in the Sun, half a decade 
earlier — but he hadn’t forgotten 
what he knew about how to keep 
movicgoers in their seats. Giant is 
drenched in ‘50s Hollywood 
glamor, and it has one of those 
Edna Ferber plots cranking it up 
like the sturdy mechanism prop- 
ping up a shiny old merry-go-

round. (The adaptation is by Fred 
Guiol and Ivan Moffat.) Ferber, 
who also wrote Show Boat and So 
Big, is shamelessly hoky; she 
defines “epic” by the way the sec- 
ond-generation characters reprise 
the conflicts of their parents. But 
her storytelling, and Stevens's, 
engages; with all its faults 
(including the bombastic score by 
Dimitri Tiomkin and some of the 
cheesiest age make-up in movie 
history), this is a movie you can 
look back on fondly. 

Rock Hudson plays Jordan 
“Bick” Benedict, a wealthy ranch- 
er who brings his equestrian 
Maryland bride, Leslie (Elizabeth 
Taylor), home to Texas. At Reata, 
his homestead, she learns to cope 
with a number of obstacles. Bick’s 
possessive sister Luz (played by 
that uncategorizable actress 
Mercedes McCambridge), who 
sports riding clothes identical to 
her brother’s, dislikes her on 
sight; she even tries to put the 
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bride and groom in separate bed- 
rooms. And an uppity hand 
named Jett Rink (James Dean) 
doesn’t take long to make a pass 
at Leslie. Bick and Jett detest cach 
other, but Jett is Luz’s favorite. 
When she dies after a fall from a 
horse (Leslie’s), he finds himself 
acknowledged in her will: she 
leaves him a parcel of land that he 
insists, to Bick’s annoyance, on 
calling “Little Reata.” He strikes 
oil and becomes ostentatiously, 
obnoxiously rich. By now the 
Benedicts have three grown-up 
kids; Jett romances the youngest 
(Carroll Baker), who’s named for 
her Aunt Luz and shows some of 
her renegade spunk. That’s not 
the only tension in the family. 
Jordan Jr. (a very young, very 
sweet Dennis Hopper), known as 
Jordy, challenges his father’s old- 
fashioned ideas by choosing to 
become a. doctor rather than a 
rancher and by marrying a young 
Mexican woman, Juana (Elsa 
Cardenas). (The ideas’ he 
embraces are Leslic’s: she’s in 
favor of education and compas- 
sionate toward her husband's 
Mexican workers, who live in 
squalid conditions.) 

It's sometimes been conjec- 
tured that if James Dean had 
lived, his affecting but small talent 
would have been used up by the 
time he’d outgrown rcbel-tcen 
roles. Giant proves, | think, just 
the opposite. His foxy, imagina- 
tive performance, which is differ- 
ent from his work in East of Eden 
and Rebel Without a Cause, is the 
movie’s wild card — even though 
Stevens and the writers don’t like 
Jett Rink very much. (Evidently 
Stevens disliked Dean, who 
behaved badly on the set, but | 
think it’s the Ferber source and 
not his bias that directs what hap- 
pens to the character.) Part of 
what's wrong with the second- 
generation material is that when 
Jett turns into a racist villain, you 
feel let down, though Dean man- 
ages to bring enormous energy to 
his late scenes while making them 
psychologically viable. Dean fans 
like to recall the scene where, 
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LIKE A ROCK: Hudson is stolid, as usual, and yet the movie reaches 
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out to him in @ way it never does to Dean's character. 


after refusing Bick’s offer to buy 
back the land Luz left him, he 
kicks a bucket aside with merry 
abandon and walks over his new 
property with schoolboy pride. | 
also love the scene that precedes 
it, when he sits hunkered down in 
the best chair in Bick’s study, 
playing with a lasso, a great shit- 
cating grin on his face, as he turns 
his adversary down flat. 

Rock Hudson is stolid, as usual, 
but ironically, his is the role that 
resonates — the movie reaches out 
to him in a way that it never does 
to Rink. He plays a man whose 
bigotry is as much a part of his 
legacy as Reata, but who grows 
beyond it — of necessity — when 
his son marries Juana. The movic’s 
treatment of racial issues is 
preachy and obvious; there’s a silly 
montage, for instance, of Leslie 
and Bick watching over their 
grandchildren, smiling happily at 
Judy and Bob's and looking anx- 
iously at Jordy and Juana’s, as if 
they never did anything but antici- 
pate the trouble the kid’s mixed 
blood is bound to bring. But the 
film’s sincerity is rather touching, 
perhaps because it’s daring 
enough to make its hero have to 
learn tolerance rather than being 
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born with it. 

While still relatively new to 
Reata, Leslie saves the life of a 
Mexican baby who grows up into 
Angel (Sal Minco). He goes to 
war and comes home in a casket, 
and his funcral sequence is sensa- 
tionally moving; it’s the best thing 
in the picture — especially the 
first shot, of the coffin being 
removed from the train. There's 
also a memorable party scene 
that’s a tribute to Texan robust- 
ness, which is inseparable hcre 
from a kind of cheerful vulgarity 
you can’t help being tickled by. 
Chill Wills — always a welcome 
sight in a movie — is the embod- 
iment of that life-cmbracing rau- 
cousness. (At onc point he rounds 
up all the Benedicts’ family and 
friends as if they were stccrs.) 
The cast also includes Jane 
Withers as a_neighbor,- Earl 
Holliman as the war hero who's 
marricd to the clder Benedict 
daughter (Fran Bennett), Judith 
Evelyn as Leslie's mother, and a 
very young Rod Taylor (going 
under the moniker “Rodney”) as 
the Englishman who marries 
Leslie’s kid sister (Carolyn Craig) 
when he can’t have Leslie. 

Mellor shoots Elizabeth Taylor 
like a man in love (just as he did 
in A Place in the Sun). There’s 
one breathtaking shot, early on, 
of her back as she runs across the 
lawn in the moonlight — a shim- 


mering summer-night dream of 


an image. Taylor’s very good as 
Leslie in the first half, shrill and 
fussy in the second, but her pres- 
ence holds it together — she’s 
the ethereal touch of glamor that 


justifies this old-style way of 


making big Hollywood movics. 
Seeing Giant makes you feel nos- 
talgic for an cra when a bulky 
picture like this one could still 
hold you. Our most longwinded 
movics still win the big awards 
(Dances with Wolves, 
Braveheart), in a Hollywood des- 
peratc to believe it’s kecping faith 
with the old moguls. But these 
films are so monotonous that 
their length is a brutal punish- 
ment; they haven't been thought 
out in entertainment terms — 
they don’t give the audience any- 
thing. Giant gives us Taylor and 
Dean and Chill Wills and a 
glossy, involving narrative. It's 
the equivalent of a big, flavorful 
meal at a family-style restaurant; 
you walk away a little glassy- 
eyed, but happily sated. a 
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The Alloy is the sound of silents 


It’s a wonderful life for Cambridge’s Alloy 
Orchestra, whose razzle-dazzle musical 


accompaniment to silent films (Nosferatu, 


Lonesome, etc.) has struck a 
major chord around the globe. 
With seemingly more musical 
hands than an octopus septet, 
the multi-versatile three-per- 
son ensemble — Caleb 
Sampson on keyboards and 
synthesizer, Ken Winokur and 
Terry Donahue providing dual 
percussion — have played 
New Zealand, Slovenia, and 
Lincoln Center. They've per- 
formed, with standing ovations 
every time, at the San 
Francisco, Vancouver, and 
Telluride film festivals. 

Susan Sontag and Dustin 
Hoffman have bought their 
CDs; and, at various perfor- 
mances, they made ardent fans 
of Chuck Jones, Werner 
Herzog, Lou Reed, Laurie 
Anderson, and the late Louis 
Malle: They've performed for 
1400 scholars, curators, and 
archivists at Italy’s estimable 
Pordenone Silent Film Festival. 

This weekend, October 4 
and: 5, the Alloys return to 
Brookline’s Coolidge Corner 
Theatre, site of their first con- 
certs. They'll be showcasing 
two of their original scores, 
playing along with Dziga 
Vertov’s Russian constructivist 
Man with a Movie Camera 
each evening at 7:45 and Fritz 
Lang’s German expressionist 
Metropolis at 9:45. 

“The Coolidge is a great 
place to perform, a large house 
with the biggest screen in 
Boston and terrific acoustics,” 
Sampson explains. “We don’t 
even use a microphone.” 

They don’t need one, with 


Sampson's jaunty, hooky 
melodies soaring across the 
Coolidge, and the 


Winokur/Donahue “junk” per- 
cussion of Rube Goldberg 
homemade metallic instruments 
— horseshoes, air-conditioner 
ducts, bedpans, garbage-can 
tops, etc. — ringing through 
the theater like a hundred 
Quasimodos in the rafters. 

It was David Kleiler, then 
impresario of the Coolidge, 
who witnessed their '91-'92 
First Night performance in the 
gazebo bandstand on Boston 
Common. He challenged them 
to score Metropolis for an 
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upcoming Coolidge showing, 
replacing an execrable Giorgio 
Moroder disco soundtrack. “I 
don’t think there was any dis- 
cussion of money,” says 
Sampson. “It was purely a cre- 
ative labor of love. The first 
night there were about 50 peo- 
ple and they stood up and 
cheered.” 

“Nobody had any idea it 
would endure,” says Winokur. 
“But | remember after the show 
was over that Caleb comment- 
ed, ‘This was a special show.’” 

The Coolidge crowds grew, 
and Metropolis was seen by 
documentarian Errol Morris. 
Awed, he called his pals at the 
Telluride Film Festival to 
prompt an Alloy booking. 

The rest is up and away. In 
four years of touring, they’ve 


built an Alloy repertoire of 


seven silent features. And 
they've established a_ loyal 
audience. Sampson - says, 


“We're not doing films as his- 
toric artifacts. We're playing in 
1996, offering a bridge, hope- 
fully an exciting one, from the 
past to the present.” Donahue 
adds, “We have respect for 
anyone who plays traditionally. 
But we want to have fun. And 
to lighten up!” 

The music is post—Bernard 
Herrmann, post-Stravinsky, 
with sections left for improvi- 
sation. Says Donahue: “In 
Metropolis, there’s a chase- 
and-fight scene that’s all 
drumming. Ken and |. go for 
five minutes straight, whatever 
the film tells us to do on any 
night. Adrenaline makes a dif- 
ference. If the film breaks or 
burns, we play on. The only 
time we've ever come to a halt 
was when they put on the 
wrong reel.” 

Have the Alloys topped 
themselves with their recent 
score for Man with a Movie 
Camera? Village Voice critic J. 
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Hoberman, who calls the 
Vertov film his very favorite, 
deems the Alloy version a 
“once-in-a-lifetime — experi- 
ence.” 

For percussionist Winokur, 
the Alloy version is totally con- 
sistent with the 1929 desires of 
the Soviet filmmaker. “Vertov 
was a Futurist who attended a 
music conservatory before he 
was a film director. There's 
one scene in the film with a guy 
banging on wine bottles, 
spoons, tin plates, and wash- 
board; and Vertov has notes on 
the film calling for a Bottle and 
Spoon Orchestra. 

“Although Vertov couldn't 
envision our interpretation of 
the movie with synthesizers 
and eight-track recorders, he 
was certainly concerned with 
the relation of technology and 
modernism. He’d like our ver- 
sion conceptually.” 

And the music? “We think 
he’d love it!” Winokur says, 
speaking for all three of the 
Alloy Orchestra. 


TOO MANY FILM fans, 
afraid of sentiment, make fun 
of old bad movies (Mystery 
Science Theatre, etc.) rather 
than celebrate great ones. As 
an antidote, everyone needs to 
see (at the MFA October 5, 10, 
17) the glorious A Personal 
Journey with Martin Scorsese 
Through American Movies, a 
poctic, uncynical, four-hour 
tour of films that Scorsese 
adores, and of the directors 


behind them. “Conductors of 


visual symphonies,” he calls his 
beloved “auteurs.” 

| talked to Scorsese once 
when, a long time ago, we met 
after he liked something I'd 
written. We conversed excited- 
ly about old movies we both 
loved, with John Ford’s The 
Searchers at the center of our 
enthusiasm. A Personal Journey 
feels like a second private chat. 
It’s extraordinary how many 
odd films he champions that | 
also swear by: The Cat People, 
The Land of the Pharaohs, 
Gun Crazy. 

But anyone seeing this film 
will feel Scorsese is talking 
intimately to him or her. The 
commentary is so contagious, 
the choice of clips so mar- 
velous. Watching almost 
straight through, | kept mur- 
muring, “God, | love movics!” 
Thanks, Marty. a

Take Down and Out in Beverly Hills, mold it into a Greek tragedy, and you'd 
have Caught. Nick (Arie Verveen) is a homeless drifter who finds shelter in 
the home of a New York City fishmonger and his wife (Edward James Olmos 
and Maria Conchita Alonso). Nick enriches their lives by filling the void left 
by their son, who shunned the family business for the glitz of Hollywood. To 
Jim (Olmos), Nick is a first mate and confidant. To Betty (Alonso), he is the 
voice of reason and the key to her burning passion. 

After a few double entendres about boning fish and some steamy, forbid- 
den sex coupled with a writhing, Vangelis-like score, Caught blooms into a 
perverse American gothic that thrives on the type of heaving tension found 
only in the works of Tennessee Williams. Alonso does a solid job of bearing 
the complexities of her character with confidence, and Olmos is gruffly 
endearing when he’s not wastefully brooding. Newcomer Verveen is effective 
as the aloof vagabond, though he hisses annoyingly like Jason Patric. And 
Steven Schub is a delight, as the delusional son, who’s not afraid to die — 
“because he’s done stand-up before.” Af the Kendall Square and the West 
Newton. 


But not, unfortunately, gagged. To find a film flaunting as many egregious 
clichés as Larry and Andy Wachowski’s Bound you'd have to sink to the 
depths of Showgirls, the catastrophe Gina Gershon was involved in previous 
to this. It’s a pity Gershon has been the victim of such rotten material; she 
has a wry presence and a sly half-smile that indicates she’s a lot smarter than 
her agent, or whoever it is who lines up these horrible projects for her. 

Here she’s Corky, a tough lesbian ex-con who's not afraid to gct her hands 
dirty. Fresh out of the joint, she’s given a job to rehab a vacant apartment by 
a mob acquaintance. Things get complicated when she runs into next-door 
neighbor Violet, who’s played by Jennifer Tilly as the busty Betty Boop 
femme to Gershon’s Buster Brown butch. They indulge in the voyeuristical- 
ly obligatory lovemaking, then plot to rob Violet's boyfriend, Caesar (Joe 
Pantoliano sounding like one of the SNL bunch talking about “duh Bears”), 
a mob-money launderer (not only does he launder it, he irons it, too). 

What follows is preposterous, convoluted, dull, and peppered with hard- 
boilcd lines like “I can fuck somcone I just met. But to stcal? | need to know 
someone like | know myself.” Bound for video. Al the Nickelodeon, the 
Harvard Square, and the Circle and in the suburbs. 


PASOLINI’S ASHES 


“Editing is a little like death,” says Picr Paolo Pasolini at the beginning of this 
1994 biograph. After making 26 films (among them Accatione, The Gospel 
According to St. Matthew, The Decameron, and Salo), he ought to know. His 
passionate views are here revealed through a selection of filmclips, inter- 
views, and voiceovers. Inspired at age seven by Rimbaud, disillusioned in 
later life by the crushing of Italian culture by neo-fascism, and finally mur- 
dered by a transvestite, Pasolini made films that were expcrimental and con- 
troversial and, as he called them, “polemics against mass culture.” 

Director Pasquale Misuraca has made an engrossing “autobiography” in 
which his prodigious subject (whose first book of poctry was published at age 
20 and who made his first film at age 21) speaks with grace and fervor on his 
poetry, his films, his childhood, and his ideas. The mixture of Pasolini’s own 
visual creations with the manipulating tactics of Italian television interviews 
renders a surprisingly comprehensive portrait. Af the Harvard Film Archive.

CURDLED 


Will we ever stop paying for Pulp Fiction? More than anybody, Quentin 
Tarantino’s been responsible for the decline of American independent cine- 
ma, not only inspiring pallid clones of his derivative works but funding them. 
The most recent of these is the repellent, tedious, and inexcusable Curdled, 
which Tarantino produced and acolyte Reb Braddock directed and co-wrote. 
Originally a short, the film has been curdled into feature length, making it as 
excessive as the ponds of coagulated blood that are its leitmotiv. 

Gabriclla (Angela Jones, who played the morbidly curious cabdriver in 
Pulp) is a perky and twisted Colombian immigrant with a fascination for ser- 
ial killers. At the top of her list is Miami’s “Blue Blood” killer (William 
Baldwin), a suave psycho who picks up wealthy socialites and beheads them. 
Gabriella takes a job with a maid service specializing in cleaning crime sites 
to get closer to her obsession, and with numbing predictability, gets closer 
than she expects. Despite a salsa, solo dance of death that has sick, crotic 
possibilities and a concluding scene that gives new meaning to the phrase 
“talking head,” Curdled is just more recycled Pulp. At the Kendall Square.

INFINITY 


With such a ponderous title and its twin themes of the tragic death of a 
spouse and the development of the first atomic bomb, you'd expect some- 
thing more substantial than Matthew Broderick’s debut feature, /n/finity. 
Based on two autobiographical bestsellers by Nobel-winning nuclear physi- 
cist Richard Feynman (Surely You Must Be Joking, Mr. Feynman and What 
Do You Care What People Think?), it focuses on the maverick scientist's 
nine-year romance with his first wifc, Arline, ending with her death from TB 
and the successful completion of the Manhattan Project, for which the young 
Feynman worked in a minor capacity.

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Gays in space 
Holly Hughes and Brides of the Moon 
BY ANNE MARIE DONAHUE According to Holly Hughes, “Less is 


not more. Only more is more.” But Hughes’s new performance piece 
would be a hell of a lot better if she’d honored her own adage. On All 


Fours, presented last weekend by 
the Theater Offensive as part of 
the OUT on the Edge 1996 
Festival of Lesbian & Gay 
Theater, feels like a fragment. 
Fleshed out and expanded, the 
show might be truly spectacular. 
In its Boston debut, it came off 
merely as a spectacular tease. 

As in past pieces, Hughes’s 
subject is herself. She begins the 
monologue, an hour-long explo- 
ration of her early life, with her 
back to the audience, clutching 
and stroking herself as she recalls 
a night of steamy sex. “It was not 
about love,” she says. “It was 
about the pull of one body on 
another.” After she finally turns 
around and shows her haunted, 
haunting face, she dreamily 
explains how she found herself in 
other woman’s arms. 

Hughes’s memories of her 
childhood in Saginaw, Michigan, 
are sometimes comic, often 
poignant, and always recalled in 
language that leans toward poet- 
ry. As a girl, she felt an aching 
hunger for history that might help 
her explain herself to herself. 
First, she looked to her home- 
town, a polluted, provincial place

of ranch houses, bigotry, and 
lines that were not to be crossed. 
Finding nothing of herself in 
either its past or present, which 
was all but untouched by the cul- 
tural changes of the 1960s, she 
turned to her family.

the great challenge (for actors) 
and fun (for the audience) of 
Ridiculous Theatre Company 
founder Charles Ludlam’s The 
Mystery of Irma Vep — which 
won a Drama Desk Award in 
1984 — is that all eight dramatis 
personae are portrayed by just 
two performers. Depending on 
who’s conjuring up the produc- 
tion, this equals either theatrical 
entropy or unparalleled chem- 
istry. The New _ Repertory 
Theatre uses Fred Berman and 
Mark Enright in its equation — 
and they’re just the right compo- 
nents to make things spark. 

The Mystery of Irma Vep, classi- 
fied as a “penny dreadful,” is 
largely a mockery of 19th-century 
gothic melodrama. It’s campy; 
every emotion and motion is 
exaggerated; and every character 
fits a (mostly ghoulish) stereo- 
type. Seeing two actors have a go 
at the piece is like watching an 
acting class with an instructor 
yelling character types to which 
students must respond: “French 
maid,” “butler,” “bitchy wife,” or 
“the pet dog!” For the perform- 





ers, it’s about slipping in and out 
of characters — not to mention 
costumes — in a matter of sec- 
onds. If the two players in Irma 
Vep manage to pull off the per- 
sonality-changing feats, be they 
men (as Ludlam_ intended), 
women, one of each, or some- 
thing in between, it makes for 
great entertainment. But the wild- 
ly parodic characters, not the 
Halloween-esque plot, are the 
charm of Irma Vep. 

Berman and Enright offer a 
wild-haired lampoon of old-time 
horrors that makes for a com- 
mendable start to the New Rep’s 
12th season — which is good 
news for -newly-arrived artistic 
director Rick Lombardo (who 
replaces company founder Larry 





Lane). Lombardo, who takes the 
New Rep post after a prolific stint 
at the Players Guild of Canton, 
Ohio, is no stranger to the Boston 
area — he earned his MFA at BU 
and is set to direct three of the 
four remaining shows of the New 
Rep season. 

This season opener, however, is 
handled by Lombardo’s fellow 
BU graduate, Huntington 
Theatre Company dramaturg 
Jayme Koszyn. Her direction 
allows the actors to push the story 
along with more ease than the 
convoluted play would seem to 
permit. The show runs along like 
clockwork — which in the case of 
Irma Vep is no paltry accomplish- 
ment. 

And Berman and Enright carry 











the possibility of incest in her 
family is only one of the more 
extreme examples of her elliptical 
approach to actual events, which 
are so closely intertwined with 
emblems, fantasies, and intro- 
spection that it’s often hard to tell 
what actually happened or how 
she felt about it. At times, the 
shifting mix is subtly evocative, as 
in the truncated but compelling 
final bit in which she recalls how 
her parents’ refusal to take her to 
a roadside attraction called “The 
Mystery Spot” launched the long 
journey that led her to New 
York’s WOW Cafe and the 
women who were to become her 
new family. Like a dream, her 
monologue is an intriguing but 
ultimately frustrating exercise in 
allusion and ambiguity that con- 
ceals as much as it reveals. 
Perhaps Hughes is planning to 
rework the piece, which holds 
much unrealized promise. Then 
again, maybe she aims to tease. 
Whereas Hughes could do 
more with more, the Five Lesbian 
Brothers’ new show would be bet- 
ter off with less. Brides of the 
Moon, which the Obie-winning 
comedy troupe wrote collectively, 
teems with action, themes, char- 
acters, and wit but is woefully 
short on cohesion. The plot defies 
both summary and comprehen- 
sion, but the basics do eventually 
emerge. In one strain, a team of 
five female astronauts get stuck 
“on the dark side of Uranus” 
while en route to a planet popu- 
lated by men. Their mission: to 
procreate. Why, one must won- 
der, would a mostly lesbian crew 
take on such as a task? The 
answer, such as it is, is conveyed 
in a quip: “We don’t have to like 
them. We just have to fuck them.” 
Meanwhile, back on planet 
earth, the only woman in the 
world who can save the stranded 
astronauts is herself stuck, in a 














confused stupor induced by her 
caretakers from the Institute for 
Fashionable Thinking. Like all her 
fellow earthlings, Mrs. Steve 
Powers is under the insidious 
control of the corporate cabal that 
runs the world government; it’s 
called It’s a Small World After All, 
or IASWAA. Eventually, however, 
she stops listening to the tapes 
that render her a mindless drone 
and musters wit enough to make 
the connection between the 
woman her daughter Carmen has 
met on the Internet and the astro- 
nauts who have been reported 
missing in space. 

As it turns out, Carmen’s cyber- 
friend, who comes to visit, is an 
astronaut who was bumped from 
the ill-fated mission at the last 
minute and is mightily pissed at 
the commander in charge. Finally, 
she overcomes her animosity and 
works to save her stranded col- 
leagues with the help of Mrs. 
Steve. Unknown to Carmen, the 
mother she thought was a hope- 
less moron is in reality a genius 
and former astronaut who devised 
a formula for converting sound 
into energy. It is that formula, 
conveyed to the spaceship by 
means of a __ jury-rigged 
microwave, that gets the crew 
unstuck. The effort, however, 
costs Mrs. Steve her life, though 
she continues to exist as a star. 

Brides of the Moon is billed as a 
world premiere, but — like the 
Hughes show — it seems like a 
work in progress. Although the 
Brothers’ acting is excellent and 
much of the material is funny, the 
show takes on more cargo than it 
can credibly carry. The apocalyptic 
future is sketchily drawn, there is 
far too much going on, and the 
ending is sappy. Granted, the 
show is intended to be madcap and 
hurly-burly, but it comes off as 
muddled and chaotic. In this case, 
too much just isn’t enough. &

for Moonstruck, is less al dente 
than al demente a mine- 
strone-soaked Romeo and 
Juliet meets Who's Afraid of 
Virginia Woolf? that purports 
to teach the audience some- 
thing. But what? 

Narrator Aldo Scalicki is a 
swaggering mama's boy who 
claims to suffer from some soul 
sickness related to his being 
male, or at Icast to his being 
male in a world where entitle- 
ment is no longer written on 
the gonads. His friend Huey 
Maximilian Bonfigliano suffers 
from an even more convoluted 
malaise, one that has caused 
him to dress up like Hamlet 
and write bad poetry in an 
attempt to woo back his former 
wife. Except that ex-wife 
Janice, a sexy harridan who 
murdered his dog, isn’t really 
what Huey wants back. It’s his 
manliness, which he seems to 
think he left at her house 
like, say, his golf clubs. The 
solution, as more or less 
romantically presented here 
(complete with backyard bal- 
cony scene and a soundscape 
of swelling opera), is for him to 
engage in one-night sex with 
Janice in order to retrieve the 
golf clubs and go bang another 
woman — the sweet Teresa — 
upside the head with them. 

| say, when the moon hits 
your eye like a big pizza pie, 
that’s nuts. But in the play it 
seems to make sense not just to 
ethnic boneheads and little- 
boys-lost Aldo and Huey but 
also to soup- and advice-dis- 
pensing Aunt May, the 
Olympia Dukakis figure on the 
scene, and, possibly, to Janice. 
What is Shanley (a guy with an 
improbable moniker for an 
Italian-American sage) trying 
to tell us? That in some neigh- 
borhoods there is a war 
between machismo and femi- 
nism that makes the age-old 
“battle of the sexes” look like a 
simple clash of sabers? That 
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“there are wild, troubled 
women out there trying to 
maim the shit out of men”? 
That men are confused about 
women and_ relationships? 
Frankly, I’m confused about 
this play, though the audience 
at the performance | attended 
seemed to enjoy it. 

Certainly there's little wrong 
with Eli Simon’s production, 
which is ingeniously set as if in 
a lifesize puppet theater, pre- 
sumably to cast Italian 
American Reconciliation as a 
sort of ethnic fable. And the 
cast, though tawkin’ New Yawk 
and appearing to cogitate like 
shrimps (especially the guys — 
they’re Mamet with meatballs), 
does its best to make the char- 
acters engaging. The play’s first 
act, in particular, is both slight 
and belabored, and the actors 
sometimes work too hard to 
make it funny — _ James 
Andreassi’s Aldo resorts to a 
crazed flamenco dance and 
Peter Bradbury’s Huey recalls 
the murdered dog while down 
on all fours. And speaking of 
Bradbury, the boyish blond 
actor (perfect as Nick in the 
Merrimack’s Who's Afraid of 
Virginia Woolf?) is oddly cast as 
an Italian-American. It’s like 
Hugh Grant playing Joey 
Buttafuoco (come to think of it, 
they have more in common). 
He manages, however, to make 
the character likably hangdog 
— even when going on about 
re-acquiring his “power” to 
“claim” a woman. 


The play is framed as a story 
told by Aldo, and Andreassi, 
schmoozing the audience like a 
stand-up mash artist, is cock- 
sure in that leather-clad 
lounge-lizardy way, yet 
strangely disarming. Maybe it’s 
the way he chats us up about 
the fluctuating state of his 
“slight erection.” And he’s 
good at suggesting the beat or 
two it takes Aldo to process 
information — _ particularly 
when it’s thrown at him in the 
form of a curve ball. 

Like Dukakis in similar 
roles, Rebecca Perricone is 
both maternal and edgy (and 
has the ethnic gestures down) 
as widowed Aunt May, whose 
message is that marriage is 
“trouble” — and worth it. 
Camilia Sanes puts some grit 
in Teresa’s sugar, and she’s 
funny turning on a dime 
between determination and 
doormat. But the part to have 
is that of Janice, who doesn’t 
appear until the sccond act, 
having been as quakingly 
alluded to as Dracula. When 
she finally arrives, in the form 
of Marina Re, she’s a slinky 
combination of no-guff tough- 
ness and melancholy with, as is 
typical of Re, the crack timing 
to make Shanley sound like 
Shakespeare. Alas, /talian 
American Reconciliation is not 
The Taming of the Shrew. It's 
billed here as a “hot-blooded

Derby Dugan celebrates 
a vanished, romantic genre

by settling down with a batch of 
Damon Runyon stories and ending it, 
at twilight, finding yourself staring at 
the solitary figures inhabiting the 
automats and hotels and theaters in 
Edward Hopper’s paintings. De 
Haven slowly opens the novel — an 
ode to the pleasures of *30s adventure 
pulps and comic strips and to the men 
who wrote them — to the range of 
emotions that the hard-boiled, cheer- 
fully cynical attitude of the pulps 
excluded. Unlike some of the novelists 
and critics who've written about pulps 
and comics, he doesn’t try to inflate 
them or exaggerate their importance. 
He loves them for their narrative pace 
and their way of cracking wise in the 
face of disaster, and because they call 
up the vanished world that produced 
them (in the book, that’s the 
Depression-stricken Manhattan of the 
winter of 1936-°37). 

But De Haven also knows the 
temptations and perils of choosing to 
see the world within the narrow emo- 
tional gap of the pulps. The novel is 
about the gradual freezing out — 
emotional, cultural, professional — 
of his hero. Al Bready is the ghost 
scriptwriter for the Depression’s 
most popular comic strip, Derby 
Dugan, which is drawn by Walter 
Geebus, a misanthropic, workaholic, 
reactionary, anti-New Deal, genuine- 
ly talented son-of-a-bitch. By the end 
of the novel, Bready’s a virtual ghost, 
a cultural relic frozen in his era who passes through the cras that follow, not 
noticing or being noticed by the accelerating world around him. 

Bready has worked for so long in the pulps that he’s adapted their tough- 
guy loner style to his own life. “Since | was a young man, I'd do a thing 
once, and in one particular way, and that was.it. I'd do it again and always - 
the same way.” He occupies a studio apartment in a seedy residential hotel, 
spending much of each day grinding out his work (in addition to the strip, 
60,000-word adventure or romance pulps zipped through in a day). His 
social contacts, like his possessions, are so casual you get the feeling they 
could be disposed of quickly if it came time for him to move on. The excep- 
tion is Jewel, the secretary of one of Bready’s publishers. Bready’s in love 
with her, but the masculine code that prevents him from revealing his feel- 
ings to her has less to do with her husband, Jimmie (a simpleminded man 
to whom she’s more nursemaid than companion), than with his notion that 
open emotions are unbecoming. So he compartmentalizes what's roiling 
around inside him, having dinner once a week with Jewel and Jimmic, pre- 
tending he regards her as nothing more than a friend, and, once a week, vis- 
iting one of the Sullivan sisters at his neighborhood whorehouse. Here's one 
of’the sisters — the one chosen by Bready for a weckly visit — telling him 
she knows she’s merely a stand-in: “I’m not supposed to say anything. 
Okay, Al, talk to you later. Enjoy her.” 

De Haven doesn’t make Bready so much of a loner that we don’t get a feel 
for *30s New York and the characters of all temperaments and politics who 
cross his path. This author has the sketch artist's gift for getting them down 
in a few strokes and the novelist’s gift for fleshing them out. When Bready and 
Walter Geebus’s estranged wife, Sadie, drop into a nightclub for a drink, the 
characters hanging around are as vivid as the faces of "30s character actors. 
It’s not hard to see Helen Broderick as Sadie, Eugene Pallctte as the affable 
gangster Marty Planet, Franklin Pangborn as the gossip columnist Nosy 
Natwin, who broadcasts scoops live from the Even Twenty Club. The charac- 
terizations have the same familiarity and the same careless verve. 

Maybe the sense of how this world is irretrievably lost, how, though 
Bready doesn’t know it, it’s coming to a close, sharpens our perceptions. 
The novel takes place after Geebus has suffered a stroke and the future of 
both Derby Dugan and Al Bready are being called into question. For Bready, 
the intimation that his routine is about to be changed comes in the form of 
a stalled story, a fictional situation that he can’t hack his way out of: 
“Derby's in a rowboat, it’s night. Okay. There’s a floater. It’s a woman. 
Derby’s in a rowboat .. . ” Those lines or a variation on them run like a 
mantra though the last half of the novel. Bready never finds his way out of 
them. He’s stuck on his own dark river, helpless to navigate or rescue any- 
one floating by. This entertaining and finally haunting novel is a tender 
Dear John to comics and the pulps, a sweet, fond kissoff to the writers who 
couldn’t manage the gift that De Haven has in spades: the ability to steer a 
course in the dark. ca

Why gangsta rap didn't die with Tupac Shakur 
BY FRANKLIN SOULTS Tupac Shakur’s 


drive-by murder last month fulfilled the trajec- 
tory of his gangsta rap career so perfectly that 
almost nobody could resist the tidy moral it 
offered. The New York Times served it up in a 
simple parallelism in the headline of its page- 


one obituary: “Tupac Shakur, 25, 
Rap Performer Who Personified 
Violence, Dies.” More explicit 
was a mural by artist Andre 
Charles that appeared’ on 
Houston Street in Manhattan a 
few hours after Shakur expired 
from four gunshot wounds to the 
chest. “R.I.P. Tupac,” it read, 
“Live by the gun, die by the gun.” 

A photo of that mural was 
quickly picked up by everyone 
from Entertainment Weekly to the 
Village Voice. As Natasha Stovall 
noted in the Voice, the phrase 
overnight became a 
“touchstone . . . for both his sym- 
pathizers and his condemners, 
assuming a double meaning. 
Depending on which side of the 
coin was up, Tupac’s death was 
either an eye for an eye, or the 
spectacular finale of a socially 
fucled vortex of self-destruction.” 
In both sides of this double judg- 
ment there was an air of logical 
closure, of acceptance. It might 
seem to make more sense that his 
told-you-so condemners would 
adopt that attitude, but his fatalis- 
tic supporters simply saw it as 
part of the harsh natural law of 
retribution that takes over the 
streets when society's laws cease 
to function. 

Throughout his short, burning 
career Tupac made it clear he 
understood and honored that nat- 
ural law even as he courted its 
irrevocable final penalty. “I’m sui- 
cidal, so don’t stand near me,” he 
rapped with sad acceptance on 
“So Many Tears”: “My every 
move is a calculated step/To bring 
me closer to embrace an early 
death/Now there's nothing left.” 
That 1995 track appeared on Me 
Against the World (Interscope), a 
release | found deeply moving for 
its tortured exploration of how 
gangbanging was an_ inevitable 
route for young black men like 
himself. According to Tupac, they 
had to roll with their set or else 
they would betray everyone they 
knew, everything that made them 
who they were. For some critics, 
this attitude was just “American 
tough-guy sentimentality” jacked 
up several notches into “rank self- 
pity” (Robert Christgau). 
Standing from the outside look- 
ing in at the facts of Shakur’s life 
now that it’s over, you can find 
more than enough justification to 
side with all those major media 
commentators who felt little 
remorse about his murder. 

if nothing else, Shakur certain- 
ly had more choice about living 
the thug life than he pretended. 
As a teen, he was together enough 
to stay out of trouble until he 
became famous. He even attend- 
ed Baltimore’s prestigious High 
School of the Performing Arts. 
Only when he had it all did he 
start throwing it away. Excluding 
the 1993 shootout with two cops 
that may well have been justified 
(they were said to have been 


roughing up a friend and to have 
shot first), he was involvéd in the 
accidental shooting death of a six- 
year-old, convicted for beating up 
film director Alan Hughes, and 
finally sent to jail for holding 
down a woman while some 


friends sodomized her. 
After the sodomy trial came the 


million copies before it started to 
slip. (Tupac’s murder, however, 
catapulted it back from No. 69 to 
No. 18 on the September 26 
Billboard Top 200.) While he was 
still celebrating the success of this 
album, he was caught riding with 
Suge in Vegas by a Cadillac bear- 
ing four unknown assailants. 
Immediately before that, he had 
reportedly been observed “beat- 
ing and stomping” an unidenti- 
fied man in a casino. 

These facts make it tempting to 
accede to muralist Charles’s 
aphorism with a loud amen. Yet 
neither the factsenor the aphorism 
tell the whole story of Shakur’s 
murder. To end there is to suc- 
cumb to the instinctive but mis- 
guided fecling that his death was

It may seem odd that per- 
formers who spend their whole 
lives trying to live as large as pos- 
sible should also struggle mightily 
to limit the appeal of their prod- 
uct, yet whether it’s the bad buzz 
of Wu-Tang Clan-influenced East

torment of Me Against the World, 
but that proved short-lived. When 
Death Row owner Suge Knight 
appeared on the scene to free the 
poor boy from prison with a bond 
of $1.4 million, Tupac eagerly 
joined Knight’s organization, the 
most notorious gangsta-rap label 
in the business. His Death Row 
debut, All Eyez on Me, marked the 
ex-con’s joyous return to bitch 
bashing and gun waving as he 
teamed up with a bevy of the most 
notorious gangsta rappers on the 
West Coast, including Snoop 
Doggy Dogg, Dr. Dre, and Tha 
Dogg Pound. Rap’s very first #1 
double album, it charted at num- 
ber one the first week of its 
release this spring and moved five 


somehow just. Accept that verdict 
and you lose sense of the social 
relations that made his fate not 
completely his own no matter 
how smart or despicable or self- 
pitying or filthy rich he may have 
been. 

It was telling that immediately 
after Shakur’s death, the only 
place you could’ readily find 
extended discussions and two- 
sided tributes were on urban con- 
temporary radio stations and 
other black-identified media — a 
fact that says less about Tupac’s 
popularity than it does about the 
current place of hip-hop in the 
larger culture. Without doubt, rap 
has been the most influential 
musical genre of the past 15 





Coast rap, the smooth nastiness 
of Tupac’s West Coast style, or 
any of the shifting permutations 
in between, this contradiction is 
seen as the price you pay for 
“keepin’ it real.” 

For Tupac, of course, the price 
turned out to bea lot higher than 
that. The question now raging in 
the wake of his death is whether 
the cost of “real” is far too high 
for hip-hop in general. A steadily 
increasing group of disillusioned 
fans like myself have long thought 
the answer obvious. Beneath the 
self-destructive lifestyles and the 
lyrics that are occasionally racist, 
often homophobic, and almost 
always misogynistic and violent, 
“real” has crippled the music’s 


aesthetic possibilities. It has 
served only to harden hip-hop’s 
bunker mentality with clitist delu- 
sions, sterile uniformity, and the 
kind of cliquish intolerance that 
infests the most moribund sub- 
cultures. 

And yet despite all that, there’s 
no denying that “real” serves a 
purpose as code for blackness. It 
hardly matters whether or not all 
these artists have lived the gang- 
banging life to the extent that they 
claim; the details of what they're 
saying arcn’t as important as the 
fact that they're demonstrating 
solidarity with a community that 
shares their hardness, alicnation, 
and anger. As long as the average 
black child lives in poverty and 
grows up with a far greater 
chance of being shot or sent to 
prison than of going to college, 
there will always be plenty of 
home-grown consumers and pro- 
ducers for deviant styles like 
gangsta. 

And there’s more to it than 
that. As was brought up by speak- 
crs in the hastily arranged “Hip- 
Hop Day of Atonement” orga- 
nized by the Nation of Islam in 
Harlem two wecks ago, the “rcal- 
ness” issue is also supported to a 
large extent by a white infrastruc- 
ture. The revisionist cant that hip- 
hop isn’t “really black” grossly 
overstatcs the issuc, but statistics 
do suggest that the greatest num- 
ber of hip-hop consumers are 
indeed whites. One reason whites 
flock to this music is that, unlike 
dance or R&B, rap completely 
conforms to the rock-and-roll 
concepts of rebellion and authen- 
ticity — in short, its performers 
live out the roles they play on 
stage. The Nation of Islam may 
have their own warped agenda, 
but they’re right when they claim 
that negative stereotypes are 
encouraged in the industry 
because they meet the expecta- 
tions of white consumers. 

“If it’s real, let somebody else 
represent it,” Shakur told Vibe 
magazine a year and a half ago. 
But the color of his skin, the needs 
of the industry, the desire to get 
out of jail, the friends he never 
knew he had, all of it compelled 
him to renege. Much more recent- 
ly, he told station KMEL in San 
Francisco, “You know how they 
say, ‘You've made your bed, now 
lic in it’? I tricd to move. I can’t 
move to no other bed. This is it.” 

Lately there has been a small 
musical surge pushing away from 
gangsta’s red tide in the charts. It 
can be heard in artists and groups 
like the solid post-gangsta rapper 
Nas, the wildly successful 
crossover act the Fugees, even the 
return of A Tribe Called Quest. 
But looking down the same 
Billboard chart in which Tupac 
jumped 40 places, there’s also the 
mixed-bag, alternative-style 
gangsta of Outkast, the annoying 
speed-rap gangsta of Bone 
Thugs-n-Harmony, the tired 
West Coast rehash of Do or Dic 
— and that’s only in the Top 30. 
At the heart of hip-hop, the hard- 
core attitude still dominates and 
will continue to do so no matter 
how many times the Fugees mul- 
tiply their platinum sales or a 
superstar’s “realness” ends up 
costing him his life. Like Tupac 
said, for the foresecable future, 
this is it. & 
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You think you know something, don't you .. . You live in a 
dream. You're a sleepwalker, blind. How do you know what the 
world is like? Do you know the world is a foul sty? Do you 


know if you rip the fronts off houses you'll find swine?

Tool’s AAnima rips the facades off life

Tool the other day,” writes a fan on the band’s | 
semi-official Website, “a girl said to me, ‘I like 
Tool even though they’re a little scary, but I 
think I’m just scared because I can’t really 
understand what the guy’s saying.’ ‘No,’ | 


assured her, ‘if you knew what he 
was talking about, you'd be much 
more afraid.’ ” 

Even the most cursory glance 
at Tool — at the claustrophobic, 
subterranean images of the 
video for “Sober,” off their 1993 
full-length debut, Undertow, or 
a few lines from that album's 
second single, “Prison Sex,” or 


become (“Constant overstimula- 
tion numbs me/And | wouldn't 
have it any other way”), he’s also 
sticking his arm — first a finger, 
then a knuckle, an elbow — up 
someone's ass. 

At a time when post-metal 
guitar rock has drifted toward 
kitsch, industrial wallows in a 
post—Downward Spiral rut, and 


harbor an odd, majestic beauty. 
The most striking development 
since Undertow is Keenan's stun- 
ning, Eastern-influenced vocal 
style — a closer approximation 
to that of Sufi belter Nusrat Fateh 
Ali Khan than Eddie Vedder has 
been able to muster. When he 
coils it into skyward-snaking 
minor-key melodies — most 
notably on “Pushit,” a 10-minute 
epic built on insect-buzzing gui- 
tar drones — he imbues the 
songs with a delicate, almost 
spiritual luminescence. 

With a total of 15 tracks (nine 
songs linked by Six 
ambient/instrumental interludes) 
and clocking in at 77 minutes, 
there’s plenty of time on Anima 
for the band to wander, develop, 
explore, and explode — often in 
the course of the same song.

phrases reminiscent of Rage 
Against the Machine. 

So it would be easy to gloss 
over some of the darker themes 
on AZnima — which Keenan has 
described as being about “change 
and evolution individually as well 
as universally.” Serpentine 
imagery and references to Kafka- 
esque metamorphosis abound. 
On “Forty Six and 2” (likely to be 
the album’s next single) Keenan 
tries to purge himself by literally 
crawling out of his own skin: 
“ve been crawlin’ on my 
belly . . . I’ve been wallowing in 
my own chaotic insecure delu- 
sions/I want to feel the change 
consume me.” But then an ebul- 
lient melody subsumes the song's 
stabbing, angular riff and Keenan 
is released, reborn: “I wanna 
know what I’ve been hiding in my

the curdled, organic-industrial 
strains of “Stinkfist” currently 
filtering through the radio — is 
enough to send an icy poke 
down your spine. On “Prison 
Sex,” singer Maynard James 
Keenan slowly unfurled a deeply 
unsettling tale of rape — you 
got a sinking fecling as the story 
revealed itself piece by piece, a 
cycle of violation and_ retribu- 
tion, frustration and salvation 
twisted up into an ache Keenan's 
trembling voice couldn’t shake. 
In much the same way, you 
slowly realize on “Stinkfist” that 
all the while Keenan's reflecting 
on how. desensitized he’s 
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the “reality” of hardcore and 
hip-hop is as predictable as an 
episode of Cops, Tool deserve 
their reputation as the most 
genuincly frightening rock band 
to come along this decade 
(maybe much longer). Their 
new Ainima (Zoo, out this 
weck) reaches even further into 
the psycho-sexual abyss they 
mapped out on Undertow and 
their debut EP, Opiate (both 
Zoo) — it’s deserving of a place 
on the shelf alongside Clive 
Barker and H.R. Geiger as fas- 
cinatingly chilling art. 

And like both Barker and 
Geiger, Tool’s sonic grotesques 


Producer David Bottrill (King 
Crimson, Peter Gabricl) brings a 
primitively cxotic tone to the 
album with the deployment of 
Indian stringed instruments, fin- 
ger cymbals, and lingering inter- 
ludes of odd percussion. But even 
in their most tangential explo- 
rations, they’re grounded in a 
familiar language: the limber 
metallic riffing, clastic improvisa- 
tions, and declarative power- 
chord surges made famous by the 
Rollins Band augmented by more 
melodic and abstract cinematic 
flourishes. Here you find an 
autumnal Alice in Chains break, 
elsewhere sturdier rhythmic 


shadow/Change is coming/I’m 
shedding skin.” 

If Anima is about transforma- 
tion, it’s also about discovery — 
in both the way the songs refuse 
to reveal themselves without the 
active participation of the listener, 
and in Keenan’s search for what's 
been hiding in his own shadow. 
Keenan has a morbid fascination 
with what goes on bencath the 
skin, with exposing what lics hid- 
den under the surface. He’s the 
lost soul in the “Sober” vidco who 
prics away a pancl to expose a 
meat-sludge torrent of filth cours- 
ing through a sewer pipe, as if the 
industrial setting were just a 


fagade for the bowels and clogged 
artcrics of some massive, discased 
organism. And he wants you to do 
some digging of your own. But 
ultimately it’s the beauty and 
serenity he finds down amid the 
muck and meat and shit — and 
what he's forced to do to balance 
the two — that makes his lyrics so 
haunting. 

Onc of the album’s most unset- 
tling picces isn’t even really a song 
— “Message to Harry Manback” 
is little more than a sentimental 
piano melody, scagulls chattering 
in the background, overlaid with a 
death threat in broken English and 
Italian that sounds as if it bad been 
pulled off an answerii.. machine. 
At first, in its halting delivery, it 
sounds as if it could be a love 
poem. Until you begin to make out 
the words. “You know you're 
going to have another accident? 
You know I'm involved with black 
magic? Die. Bastard. You think 
you're so cool. Ass/iole. And if | 
ever see your fucking face 
around . . . that time I’m gonna 
kick your ass . . . you gonna dic 
out of cancer, | promise. You 
wanna know something? Fuck 
you. | want your bones, mashed. 
Eat shit. Bastard . . . | hope some- 
one in your family dics soon.” 
Yeah, it’s over the top, but what 
makes it memorable is less the 
threat itsclf, or the language, than 
the tone of the voice that delivers it 
— the overwhelming intimacy of 
it, soft and close like a lover's 
whispered sweet nothings. In the 
song that follows, Keenan screams 
an argument at a skater kid who 
accuses him of sclling out, but 
when he delivers his final epithets, 
he mimics the caller's voice: “Dip- 
shit.” He might as well add, “My 
Ie 

That same kind of tension is 
part of what's so spooky about 
“Pushit.” Two people are locked 
in a desperate, fragile embrace 
that neither fully understands — 
Keenan at first bewildered at his 
mistreatment (“You still love me 
and you push shit on me”), then 
coming to a rather maudlin real- 
ization (“I’m alive when you're 
touching me, alive when you're 
shoving me down”). And at the 
end, it’s the shivering, helpless 
compassion in his voice as he 
sings the song’s last words that’s 
most frightening: “Just remember 
1 will always love you/Even as | 
tear your fucking _ throat 
away/But it will end no other 
way.” And the same compassion 
hovers around his voice on 
“Stinkfist” as he reaches in his 
hand knuckle deep: “This may 
hurt a little but it’s something 
you'll get used to.” 

This, of course, is from a man 
who explained Undertow’s “Four 
Degrees” (“Lay back and Ict me 
show you another way/Take it up 
higher/You'll like this in/Don’t 
pull it out”) thus: “Apparently the 
anal cavity has cight more mus- 
cles and is four degrees warmer 
than the vagina,” he’s quoted as 
saying (again from the Website). 
“This, however, is not a song 
about violation — it is a song 
about opening up, completely, 
without reservation.” Keenan 
shows how frighteningly close a 
resemblance love has to viola- 
tion. What's scary is that in his 
songs you sometimes can’t tell 
the difference. 8

THOMAS CHAPIN: 
TRAVELIN’ MAN 


Saxophonist Thomas Chapin adds a 
string section to his working trio for 
his latest, Haywire (Knitting Factory 
Works), but don’t expect candlelight 
and soft music. Chapin brings a keen 
sense of humor to his hard-hitting 
brand of free bop, and this album 
plays an affectionate practical joke on 
jazz convention. 

Unlike most  jazz-soloist-plus- 
strings albums, Haywire is more about 
purging demons than making love. 
Even when the music takes a menac- 
ing turn, Chapin tempers things with 
a lyrical warmth and irony that pre- 
vents the music from getting too self- 
serious. But if he’s at home among the 
creatures of the night, he’s closer to 
Gomez Addams than Freddy Krueger. 
Besides, he commands too wide an 
emotional range, and his band swing 
too hard, ever to let pessimism get the 
upper hand. His thick, lustrous tone 
and angular phrasing can blow away 
just about any kind of blues. 

On “The Devil’s Hopyard,” a five- 
part suite that takes up half the album, 
Chapin plunges into dark corners of 
the soul as well as deep wellsprings of 
joy. “Eidolon” begins with eerie noc- 
turnal moans and chirps from the 
strings, to which Chapin adds 
nightingale flute and hulking baritone. 
“Bump in the Night” consists of 
abrupt fragments that gradually coa- 
lesce into wounded-animal cries. The 
atmosphere lightens on a dancing 
“Hoofin’ ” during which cellist Boris 
Rayskin quotes (perhaps ironically) 
from the typical jazz-with-strings bal- 
lads “Embraceable You” and “Star 
Eyes.” Chapin’s flute solo works into 
ecstatic fits of vocalizing and hum- 
ming into his instrument like Rahsaan 
Roland Kirk — another reed player 
who balanced experimentation, 
humor, and tradition. “Bugbears” 
provides the cathartic climax of the 
suite, with a surging baritone solo of 
harsh-angled lines, roars, and percus- 
sive riffs. By the final movement, “At 
Peace with My Demons,” Chapin has 
earned his moment of serenity. 

Chapin builds the music around his 
trio, an exciting band with bassist 
Mario Pavone and drummer Michael 
Sarin. Pavone is the group’s _heart- 
beat, with his.full, blunt tone and rifle- 
shot percussive. With Pavone outlin- 
ing the structures so forcefully, 
Chapin and Sarin are free to venture 
as far as they’d like without fear of the 
music’s losing shape. 

In fact, the trio are so tight that the 
strings occasionally sound like mere 
add-ons. But for the most part, 
Chapin interweaves violinist Mark 
Feldman, bassist Kiyoto Fujiwara, and 
cellist Rayskin into the ensemble to 
good effect. They blend with his 
hearty tone to flesh out the melodies, 
and their bowing and plucking adds 
variety and texture. The string soloists 
make their best contributions on 
“Geek Gawkin’,” where Feldman 
plays a Satanic hoedown that gives 
way to Hot Club of Hades swing, and 
Fujiwara’s duet with Pavone provides 
a quiet but no less intense interlude. 

The trio’s opening set at Scullers 
last month featured the new CD’s title 
track but gave a better indication of 
their full range. Thelonious Monk’s 
“Raise Four” sounded perfectly at 
home in a performance that included 
Chapin ‘quoting Albert Ayler on the 
final number and Sarin pushing the 
band into heated fusion on Chapin’s 
“Bypass.” The new CD and that club 
date prove that Chapin’s potent blend 
of blues, bop, and free jazz can travel 
far without leaving the audience 
behind.

THE TIME BEINGS: 
AN OVERDUE DEBUT 


Some albums call out for thousands 
of words investigating the meaning of 
every lyric. Others demand you shut 
up, grab a beer, and go mental. It’s 
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THOMAS CHAPIN commands too wide an emotional range, and his 
band swing too hard, ever to let pessimism get the upper hand. 





About... Time, the Time Beings’ self- 
released debut CD, falls in the latter 
group. Released almost two decades 
after the group’s formation, the disc is 
just what you’d expect from a band 
who wouldn’t be embarrassed to 
admit Keith Richards is their spiritual 


stepfather. 
It’s About . . . Time opens with 
“Why Don’t You Love Me,” a 


straight-ahead rocker with a sing- 
along chorus that ends up subliminal- 
ly entrenched in your mind. This 
“beer fueled rave up” is heavy on gui- 
tars and short on philosophy, unless 
you’re convinced that the world’s 
wronged you and revenge is your 
goal. When Jay Martorano, whose 
vocals have the same attitude as John 
Felice’s, screams, “I can’t take it, I 
can’t take it anymore,” on “Gun 
Shop,” he’s singing a song millions of 
workers on the brink of going postal 
can relate to. “Got out of bed, it was 
6 a.m./Jumped in my car back to 
work again .. . Got into work and I’m 
punching in a clock/Got to be here 
but I’d much rather rock.” 

That’s been the law of the land for 
guitarist Preston Wayne, a member of 
the final line-up of the legendary ’70s 
Boston garage band DMZ. When that 
group imploded, Wayne and guitarist 
J.J. Rassler formed the Odds, with 
whom he spent much of the ’80s 
before hooking up with the Time 
Beings, a band who shamelessly recall 
rock and roll’s great moments — and, 
being from Massachusetts, the Bay 
State’s great club-rock acts. There are 
touches of the Nervous Eaters on “I 
Think I Know” and Golden Earrings’ 
“Chunk of Steel,” and Real Kids—like 
moments throughout the disc. Like 
the Flamin’ Groovies (who’ve spent a 
career answering charges of being too 
retro by responding, “Nothing can top 
the Beatles, Stones, and Byrds, so 
why try?”), the Time Beings are 
defensive of their rock-and-roll roots. 
And they should be. 

Their take on the Mamas and the 
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Papas’ “Straight Shooter” sounds the 
way the original would have if it had 
been recorded in Swingin’ London as 
opposed to sun-drenched California. 
“Got a Feelin’,” a second Mamas and 
Papas tune (some sort of record), fea- 
tures waves-on-the-beach falsetto 
backing vocals and beautiful dueling 
guitars. When Wayne and felow gui- 
tarist Dave Roemer bond together in a 
chorus of bliss, they remind us that 
rock and roll may be an individual’s 
ultimate outlet, but its most elated 
moments are those shared with oth- 
ers. 

The instrumental “Hangman” bor- 
rows heavily from the Tornadoes and 
the Ventures, with a fuzz-guitar sound 
resembling _early-’80s_ | London 
garage-rockers the Milkshakes or the 
Prisoners. Surprisingly, It’s 
About . . . Time lags during the MC5’s 
“Future,” a selection on which you’d 
expect a guitar-heavy band like these 
guys to reach their peak. Instead, they 
trade their normally frantic playing 
for bow-taking showmanship. 

Neither the MC5 nor the Time 
Beings were intended for jazz fusion, 
so it’s self-penned blitzkrieg numbers 
like “Louse House,” driven by drum- 
mer Jim “Buck” Burbury, that raise 
the tension level. “The time is right, 
the time is now, there ain’t a lot of 
time to waste anyhow,” they declare 
on “Big Foot Sow.” The fashion 
police may walk on by, but the Time 
Beings assure you the party will con- 
tinue. “Sometimes I wonder what it’s 
all about, but who really cares, let’s 
scream and shout.” 

For the Time Beings, it’s all about 
playing and paying tribute to those 
whose music made life worth living. 
Like the greatest groups, they remind 
you why you fell in love with rock and 
roll in the first place, complete with all 
of its exhilaration, wildness, individu- 
ality, and attitude. So grab a beer, 
push away the chairs, and go wild. It’s 
about time.

Eddie Vedder lightens up in Maine 


BY MATT ASHARE Pearl Jam’s timing was just slightly off last 
Thursday night, September 26, at the Augusta Civic Center in Maine. 
Frontman Eddie Vedder kept eyeing his watch and reminding the 


capacity crowd of 8000 that a 
total lunar eclipse was imminent. 
“I’m wearing my watch tonight 
and I don’t know if you guys 
know this,” he mentioned 
between songs with an unchar- 
acteristically light-humored 
tone, “but there’s a moon out 
there that’s bigger than Dennis 
Rodman. At 10:15 there’s going 
to be a lunar eclipse. If we we’re 
out there,” he motioned toward 
the exits, “then we’d see it. But I 
still think we’ll be able to feel it 
in here.” The band broke into 
the appropriately dark and mys- 
tical power ballad “Black” just 
minutes before the eclipse. 
Lighters flickered in the audi- 
ence as Vedder bellowed the 
angst-ridden poetry of a song 
he’d written five years ago, when 
Pearl Jam were just a speck on 
the emerging dust cloud of 
Seattle grunge. And Pearl Jam 
pushed the tempo up a notch 
and crashed into the final chords 
of “Black” a little earlier than 





10:15. 

Not that the convergence really 
mattered. The crowd did appear 
to feel that certain something 
Vedder had been hoping for. But 
it had less to do with a lunar 
eclipse than with the emergence 
of Pearl Jam, perhaps the most 
worshipped arena band in today’s 
rock-and-roll universe, from their 
anti-industry cocoon to play 11 
US tour dates. That and the way 
the band sounded tighter than 
ever made the Maine show more 
an Event than a concert — with 
guitarists Stone Gossard and 
Mike McCready effortlessly weav- 
ing humming power chords and 
fluid leads into a rich, textured 
backdrop for Vedder’s booming 
voice, and drummer Jack Irons 
locking his propulsive beats to Jeff 
Ament’s supple yet muscular bass 
lines. And an Event is what every 
great rock outfit, from the Beatles 
and Stones to Zeppelin and 
Aerosmith, has always aimed for. 

Pearl Jam relied little on fancy 





props or elaborate lighting. The 
amps on stage were modestly 
adorned with burning candles and 
incense. A large fixture that looked 
more like an oversized Calphalon 
pot rack than a chandelier hung 
above, affixed with small, candle- 
like lights. Vedder, who made an 
incognito cameo appearance 
wearing a silver space suit and 
mask during a rousing opening set 
by Seattle’s punk-pop veterans the 
Fastbacks, was, like the rest of the 
band, dressed in nondescript pants 
and T-shirt. But the brooding 
Eddie we’ve all come to know and 
either love or loathe seemed 
noticeably lighter, his brow less 
furrowed, especially when basket- 
ball star Dennis Rodman bounded 
on stage during the breathtaking 
version of “Alive” that ended the 
regular set and put the singing 
Vedder on his shoulders. 

You could, if you wanted, ask 
why Vedder, the anti-celebrity, 
was palling around with one of the 
most overexposed media stars

ever. Yet for anyone who’s fol- 
lowed Pearl Jam’s tumultuous 
career, it’s actually a relief to see 
Vedder having some unabashed 
fun. Rock and roll, even the dark- 
est, dreariest goth and metal, is 
supposed to be, on some level, 
fun. But a strange thing happened 
to Pearl Jam on their way to the 
top. For one thing, Vedder’s voice, 
which felt so open and vulnerable 
on the band’s first album, Ten 
(1991), tightened up like a 
clenched fist on Vs. (1993), 
Vitalogy (1994), and especially the 
new No Code (all on Epic), which 
is one reason people are calling No 
Code a “difficult” album. Vedder 
and the band fought some real 
battles, namely the one with 
Ticketmaster, which did not han- 
dle the ticketing for the Augusta 
show. But there were also times 
when he seemed to be shadow- 
boxing against imagined oppo- 
nents, against the elusive trap- 
pings of “fame,” whatever they 
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may be, and even against himself. 

Vedder’s still a fighter — and 
he’s got a loyal following who 
shouted “Eddie” instead of “Pearl 
Jam” before the band’s five-song 
encore. “All right, we'll stick 
around” was his shy response, 
and Irons kicked into the tribal 
beat of “Who You Are.” It was 
one of seven tunes from No Code 
the band played over the course of 
two hours that were peppered 
with what are by now classic hits 
like “Jeremy,” “Even Flow,” and 
“Daughter.” Vedder didn’t jump 
into the beckoning arms of the 
crowd during “Even Flow” as he 
did five years ago in the video. 
But he lightened up “Daughter” 
by playfully singing the refrain 
from a Stereolab song, which was 
a perfectly timed reminder that 
like U2’s Bono, another rock icon 
who used to take himself too seri- 
ously, Vedder is still capable of 
opening up his voice and enjoying 
himself in front of a crowd. & 
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Good Vibes.

Major Mike 


Viola is now a ripe old 29 
BY BRETT MILANO Someone in Boston must have 


vivid memories of Mike Viola & Snap, but I sure don’t. I 
remember that the band existed, that they played a bunch 


of mainstream bills at the Channel 
during the ’80s, and that Viola formed 
the band at some absurdly young (mid- 
teenage) age. And I must have heard 
them play at some point, because I had 
them mentally filed away in the category 
reserved for bands from that era who 
had commercial aspirations and never 
made an impression — a category I like 
to call “bands who 
opened for the 
Stompers.” 

So along comes 
the new EP by the 
Candy Butchers, a 
buzzed-about, 
major-label (Blue 
Thumb/MCA) New 
York outfit. They’re 
a two-man band 
(one on drums, the 
other on everything else) whose 
singer/guitarist/writer/keyboardist is 
the very same Mike Viola, now a ripe old 
29 after a decade and a half in rock. On 
their EP Live at La Bonbonnaire — 
named after a favorite nonmusical hang- 
out in the West Village — Viola and 
longtime sidekick Todd Foulsham don’t 
sound like guys who used to open for the 
Stompers. In fact they sound as if they’d

be more comfortable opening for 
Squeeze, Crowded House, or Jules 
Shear, to name the most obvious influ- 
ences. (The opening “Bells on a Leper” 
pulls the trick of setting a beaty, ’60s-ish 
chorus to a deep-thinking, non-’60s 


lyric — “I wear my heart like bells on a 
leper” — a favorite trick of Shear’s.) 
Like many acoustic pop outfits (stand 
up, Guster), they 
occasionally sound 
precious, but 


Viola’s songwriting 
craftsmanship saves 
the day. He hasn’t 
spent 15 years mak- 
ing home demos for 


nothing. 
Reached by phone 
last week, Viola 


confirmed my sus- 
picions about his old band. “We had 
about three fans,” he admits (though it 
likely wasn’t that grim: they did get 
WBCN airplay with a mid-’80s radio 
tape, “Bang-a-Lang”). And he recalled 
being interviewed for this very column 
back in 1982, when it was written by 
Joyce Millman. At the time he was a 14- 
year-old performer who’d just gone to 
Los Angeles to make an album with the

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legendary eccentric Kim Fowley. “I remember her inter- 
viewing me; she was trying to make me look like this cool, 
introspective, Elvis Costello child prodigy. And I’m going 
on about how Ozzy’s the best. I saw myself as a pioneer 
blending the pop and the rock together; this was even 
before Bon Jovi.” 

While in LA, Viola briefly joined a glitter-pop band 
called Candy. His replacement, Gilby Clarke, now plays in 
Guns N’ Roses. As for the album with Fowley, it was 
abandoned after Fowley’s girlfriend (“Her name was 
Bambi, I shit you not”) started making passes at Viola. He 
returned to Boston and got an abrupt return to the real 
world. “I went back to high school in Stoughton, and I 
always hung out with the rock-and-roll kids out there. But 
I come back from LA looking totally androgynous, with 
my spiky hair and my corduroys. My first day back, this 
kid Ricky sees me like that, turns around, and hits me in 
the face.” 

Viola’s memories of his Boston club days — during 
which he opened for everybody, including Roy Orbison in 
his last-ever show at the Channel — don’t seem especial- 
ly rosy. “Honestly, I never left my room. I was just some 
guy who stayed at home honing his craft, with a very 
patient girlfriend.” In the last couple of years before mov- 
ing to New York in 1990, he played the subways instead 
of hitting the clubs with a band. “In the subways you’re 
faced with all kinds of music at once, and I liked that. I’d 
play ‘The Spirit of Radio’ [by Rush] for a friend who had 
dreadlocks down to her butt and she’d flip out. Then 
she’d play me some Bob Marley.” The arena-rock lean- 
ings were pretty much gone by the time Viola got to New 
York, where he built the kind of following he hadn’t had 
here. “People would come up to us and say, ‘Hey, I love 
that pop-revisionist thing,’ and I’d say, ‘No, we’re just 
doing this because we can’t find a bass player.’ It’s easier 
to find your audience there than it is in Boston, though I'll 
grant that we’re much better now.” 

The EP is a teaser for a full-length disc, produced by 
David Kahne of Bangles/Fishbone fame, that’s coming 
out in January. Meanwhile, Viola already has a big hit — 
a song he mentions only in passing, but something that’s 
likely to make him-famous and overshadow the rest of his 
career. Next week sees the release of a new Tom Hanks 
movie, The Thing You Do, about a one-hit wonder rock 
band. And it’s Viola who sings the title song, which Hanks 
mimes to in the film (the single, now getting substantial 
airplay, is credited to the film’s fictional band, with Viola 
listed only for “additional vocals”). Which means there 
may be a possibility of hitching his career to the film, as 
John Cafferty did with Eddie & the Cruisers. “Not really, 
because it’s not my sound,” he says. “I played guitar and 
I co-wrote the song, but it was written to order. On the 
other hand, I don’t want to shy away from it, because any 
exposure is good exposure — yes, I’ve become a careerist 
now. I don’t think I’ll have a fan base of people who want 
to hear the song. If I do, I’ll play it, maybe to my chagrin.” 


INCINERATOR EP. Incinerator singer/guitarist Lillia 
Halpern was responsible for the best Neil Young cover 
I’ve heard from any local band in the past year — a love- 
ly, understated version of “I Believe in You” that she 
played in a solo set at Charlie’s Tap last spring. The song 
has an open-hearted, melancholy quality that perfectly fits 
Halpern’s voice, and you'll hear something similar in the 
songs she wrote for her band’s new Incinerator CD EP 
(on their own Breather label). The six songs offer a 
moody take on pop, benefitting as much from Halpern’s 
understated vocals as from Skeggie Kendall’s production. 
Instead of keeping things soft and pretty, Kendall main- 
tains a contrast between the airy vocals — which are often 
layered and echoed in Cocteau Twins style — and a 
raunchier guitar sound. The rhythm section’s flexibility 
helps too. On “Spin U Round,” Owen Burkett plays a 
loopy bass line that does just that. 

The disc’s emotional tone can be summed up by its 
opening and closing numbers. The first song (“Please 
Don’t .Get Me”) is about waiting for a phone call that 
never comes; the last one (“Phone Call”) is about giving 


- in and dialing an ex-lover who doesn’t remember. An 


attraction to sad romantic themes perhaps? “Yeah, but 
sometimes you’ve got to get it out,” Halpern says. “I 
worry sometimes that the sadness might turn people off, 
but it might spark something good. I think my honesty 
has always been a bit intense for some people, and I’ve felt 
that even in the music scene at times.” 

In fact the songs on Incinerator are fairly nonspecific 
with the personal details, but they do show an increased 
confidence on Halpern’s part. It wasn’t long ago that she 
was visibly shy on stage. She admits that’s still the case 
sometimes, but it’s getting better. “I want to tell people 
something about who I am as a person — trying to be 
upfront, but not in a pathetic way.”

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Stern wisdom 


Han-Na Chang, the BSO, and Emmanuel 
BY LLOYD SCHWARTZ “A city lives by the way it appreciates a 


civilized life,” the wise, 76-year-old violinist, humanitarian, and 
apparently soon-to-be-newlywed Isaac Stern told the crowd of 


benefactors at the Four Seasons 
after the “Gala” opening the 
BSO’s 116th season. For his first 
BSO concert in a dozen years, his 
talking was mainly more master- 
ful than his playing. His tone, no 
longer aggressive, has moments 
of lovely singing cantilena; but it 
has dwindled to a scrawny fila- 
ment that’s often out of tune. 
Dvorak’s Romance in F minor 
began well with a juicy melody, 
but the rest was dicy. In the 
Mozart Violin Concerto No. 5, 
his playing came to life only in 
the teasing final bars. 

After intermission, Stern reap- 
peared, microphone in hand, and 
confided that “nothing makes me 
more radiantly happy than to see 
young colleagues begin to make a 
career.” He mentioned how in 
1957 prodigies Itzhak Perlman 
and Pinchas Zukerman “dared 
me not to like them.” Back in 
1953 or °54, he calculated, he 
heard a young virtuoso playing a 
cello bigger than he was — Yo-Yo 








Ma (uncannily prescient, given 
Ma’s 1955 birth date). Three 
years ago, visiting a string-repair 
shop, he heard a young Korean 
cellist named Han-Na Chang. 
Now, he said, she’s a “grown 
woman — she'll be 14 in 
December.” No one, he admitted, 
can predict a career, but “between 
her will to make music and your 
will to enjoy it,” he thought she 
had a real shot. Chang then 
appeared, making her BSO debut 
in the single-movement Saint- 
Saéns Cello Concerto No. 1. 
Tiny and feisty, she has tech- 
nique to burn. Her sound is big 
and creamy, with delicate pianis- 
simos. Even at breathless speeds, 
she doesn’t miss a note. The audi- 
ence loved her. But I suspect she 
might have been better served by 
a more “serious” piece. The 
Saint-Saéns needs a_ certain 
worldliness and sophistication 
that Chang shouldn’t be expected 
to have yet (the orchestra had it in 
the airy midsection minuet). Her 
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skill impressed me, and her 
charm, but I wasn’t moved. She’ll 
have to develop a richer emotion- 
al range before she can become a 
real force, but she might be so 
protected by her family and man- 
agement, who knows what her 
opportunities for a fuller engage- 
ment with life will be. 

Following the concerto, she 
returned in a duet with Stern: 
Dvorak’s insinuating Slavonic 
Dance in E minor. Chang had the 
big tune, but she remained an 
ivory statue into whom Stern’s 
Pygmalion tried to breathe some 
life. Rhythms were square, tem- 
pos dragged, and the two sepa- 
rate styles never coalesced. 

The evening began with a gor- 
geously played Overture to 
Verdi’s La forza del destino and 
ended (ironically) with another 
overture, Dvordk’s exuberant 
Carnival Overture. In the Verdi, 
the moaning undercurrent of the 
low strings — that ominous shiv- 
er of dread (the opera’s “force of 
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AH YOUTH: Han-Na Chang has technique to burn, and a creamy sound, 


but the emotional range isn’t there yet. 





destiny”) — was something I’m 
not sure Seiji Ozawa could have 
made so audible a few years ago. 
Yet the piece is a minefield. It’s so 
sectionalized, it depends less on 
any particular nuance of phrasing 
than on the rhythmic swing from 
section to section; each episode 
has to be a comment on the last. 
Here Ozawa was at sea. Despite 
the luscious sound of the BSO, 
the overture remained inert. And 
though the Carnival Overture can 
— and did — succeed as a bril- 
liant orchestral showcase, like all 
the other Dvorak on the program 





it lacked any sense of ethnic flavor 
or flair. If Ozawa is growing as a 
musician, he still doesn’t hear the 
essential differences between 
Mozart and Saint-Saéns, Verdi 
and Dvorak. 

Two nights later, the first BSO 
subscription concert was even 
more disappointing. The first half 
was taken up with 37-year-old 


Scottish composer James 
MacMillan’s 1992 concerto for 
percussion, Veni, Veni, 


Emmanuel, composed for the 
marvelous Scottish percussionist

Evelyn Glennie, who was making her BSO 
debut (she was in Boston last spring with 
the NEC Wind Ensemble). Profoundly 
deaf, Glennie performs in bare feet so she 
can feel the vibrations. She’s a vision of 
grace, a Celtic wood nymph with red hair 
down to her waist who darts about like a 
ballerina. And she’s a brilliant instrumen- 
talist. 

But MacMillan’s music for her big 
marimba and vibraphone solos seemed 
merely conventional. And everything is mil- 
lions of decibels too loud. As the title sug- 
gests, this is an Advent piece, with a sur- 
prise Easter ending, during which the lights 
dimmed while Glennie took a grave stroll 
around the stage to a scaffold-like platform 
for a set of chimes in the rear, while the 
entire orchestra shook small handheld din- 
ner bells. Glennie, lit only by a spotlight, 
ascended this altar and knocked away at 
the chimes. Then an endless silence. 
MacMillan’s piece may need such corny 
theatrics because the music itself has so lit- 
tle real content. 

Then Ozawa led Schubert’s Ninth 
Symphony in a loud and driven perfor- 
mance distinguished only by some superb 
wind playing (Elizabeth Ostling, flute; 
Alfred Genovese, oboe; Charles 
Kavalovsky, horn; Timothy Morrison, 
trumpet). As with the Forza Overture, 
Ozawa started out by concentrating on 
inner voices — but in the ensuing din, he 
seemed to lose interest. I’ve seen Schubert 
conductors make broad circling gestures 
in the last movement that evoke the wheel- 
ing of constellations; Ozawa moved his 
wrist around during the brief oboe solo. 
No large picture here. The symphony 
sounded repetitious, not revolutionary, 
nothing like 80-year-old Kurt 
Sanderling’s lovable — and loving — ver- 
sion with the BSO in 1992: so warm, so 
Viennese, so gemiitlich. Ozawa plays so 
little Schubert, maybe he doesn’t like him. 
Maybe that’s why he plays him like bad 
Beethoven.

EMMANUEL MUSIC is back too, wel- 
coming us to Emmanuel Church with 
“Music of Mozart” — two performances 
of a program conducted by Craig Smith 
that included soprano Jayne West singing 
the concert aria “Bella mia fiamma, 
addio,” pianist Russell Sherman in the 
Piano Concerto No. 17 (K.453), and the 
Requiem, with West, mezzo-soprano 
Pamela Dellal, tenor Frank Kelley, and 
baritone Paul Guttry. I was at the second 
concert, Sunday afternoon, at which the 
order of the program had to be reversed 
so the members of the chorus who had 
temple jobs could leave in time to sing 
their Yom Kippur services. I think I’d have 
preferred to hear the Requiem last — 
especially given the power and broadness 
of vision it had. But I loved the classic 
Emmanuel ecumenicism responsible for 
the change. 

The flute-like purity of West’s voice 
seems to be growing and Brine, and the 
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CELTIC NYMPH: Evelyn Glennie was let 
down by James MacMillan’s music. 


climaxes of the concert aria had an expan- 
sive, hall-filling new surge. Dellal’s voice, 
too, has really coalesced, and her elo- 
quence and fervor made one sit up and lis- 
ten to a role that too often allows itself to 
be overlooked. Kelley was at his very best, 
projecting his vibrant voice with authority 
and a new variety of shading and color. 
Guttry, whom I haven’t heard as much, 
keeps impressing me with his intelligence 
and strength. And what a pleasure to hear 
Sherman in a piece that affords him the 
opportunity to display polish as well as 
energy, scintillating wit (a quality of both 
rhythm and dynamics), and ambiguity (a 
quality of color), light and shade. 

Among all these star performers the 
Emmanuel Orchestra and Chorus hold 
their own. Chorus master (and, at this per- 
formance, organist) Michael Beattie pre- 
pared a group that had exceptional clarity 
and passion. And every season I’m remind- 
ed that there’s probably no Mozart orches- 
tra in the world that plays with more sweet- 
ness or with more unity of breath and pur- 
pose, for which I assume we have not only 
the players themselves to thank but also 
Craig Smith. Even the trombones in the 
Requiem (Nicholas Martin, solo, with 
Mark Cantrell and Denis Lambert) were 
elegant in their proclamations of doom. 
David Satz’s basset horn was plaintive 
without sounding watery. And the strings 
were more luminous than ever. 

Singing alto in the chorus was 
Emmanuel’s_ splendid oboist Peggy 
Pearson, who in a more familiar venue 
shone in her oboe’s intimate dialogues with 
Julia Scolnik’s flute. Pearson has actually 
started her own chamber-music series at 
the Follen Church in Lexington, and the 
opening concert in that octagonal acousti- 
cal gem was a thorough delight, featuring 
Pearson herself (the most moving and elo- 
quent Bach oboist alive), with violist Mary 
Ruth Ray, cellist/cousin Beth Pearson 
(both members of the Emmanuel 
Orchestra), and (here) harpsichordist 
Michael Beattie in a searching Bach sonata 
transcribed from a hard-to-play organ 
chorale-prelude; her own arrangement of 
Haydn’s B-minor Quartet, Opus 64 No. 2 
(giving herself the first violin part — 
”There’s nothing authentic about this,” she 
announced); and the Boston premiere of a 
delectable four-minute four-movement (all 
marked — but not with the strictest accu- 
racy — “Fast”) Trio Sonata for oboe, viola, 
and cello that John Harbison wrote for any 
combination of treble, alto, and bass 
instruments. 

After intermission, Pearson asked the 
audience to join the musicians in singing a 
Bach chorale (a family tradition, she 
explained, for all important occasions). 
Then — for an eloquent and exhilarating 
Schumann Piano Quartet — she relin- 
quished the stage to Ray and cousin 
Pearson (whose solos in the magical third- 
movement waltz were sublime), violinist 
Sarah Roth, and that magnificent, galva- 
nizing pianist Judith Gordon. This spirit of 
familial cooperation is the essence of 
chamber music, and all these musicians 
seem to have it in their, Plead.

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Normal Eye: The cornea and lens 
precisely focus light rays on the retina 


lany people are satisfied with having 

their vision corrected by eyeglasses 
or contact lenses. Others would like to see 
well and to reduce or eliminate their 
dependency on these optical devices. 
Perhaps you are aware that there are 
micro-surgical procedures that can 
accomplish this for some people. It is esti- 
mated that several million people around 
the world have had so-called “corneal 
refractive surgery”, but is it for you? The 
following may help you to decide. 


HOW DO OPTICAL 
DEVICES WORK? 


yeglasses or contact lenses are used to 

focus light and to compensate for 
refractive conditions of nearsightedness 
(myopia), farsightedness (hyperopia), and 
astigmatism. The eye is somewhat like a 
camera, which has lenses to focus light on 
a film. If the lenses are too strong or weak, 
light does not focus on the film and the 
picture is blurred. In nearsightedness, the 
power of the eye is too strong; and in far- 
sightedness, the power of the eye is too 
weak. Eyeglasses or contact lenses in 
effect artificially reduce the power in near- 
sightedness and increase the power in far- 
sightedness. Light is then focused on the 
“film” inside of the eye (the retina) which 
produces a Clearer image and vision. In 
astigmatism, the power of the eye differs 
vertically and horizontally. Eyeglasses or 
contact lenses to compensate for this must 
also have different powers vertically and 
horizontally. Some people have only astig- 
matism, but most astigmats also have 
nearsightedness or farsightedness. When 
the eyeglasses or contact lenses are not 
worn, vision is blurred for the nearsighted 
person at distance, for the farsighted per- 
son more at near than distance, and for the 
astigmatic both at distance and near. The 
amount of blur relates to the degree of 
power needed to focus light properly; and 
the power of eyeglasses or contact lenses 
is described by the term “diopter”. Low 
refractive errors are up to two diopters, 
moderate from two up to four diopters, 
high from four to six diopters, and very 
high over six diopters.

HOW DOES CORNEAL 
REFRACTIVE SURGERY 
WORK? 


t directly and permanently changes the 

power of the eye to better focus light on 
the retina. This is accomplished by chang- 
ing the curvature of the cornea, which is 
the clear dome over the colored part of the 
eye (the iris). There are procedures to do 
this for nearsightedness and astigmatism, 
but not yet for farsightedness The proce- 
dures for nearsightedness are called radial 
keratotomy (RK) and photorefractive kera- 
tectomy (PRK), and the procedure for 
astigmatism is termed astigmatic keratoto- 
my (AK). RK involves making four to eight 
fine microscopic incisions in a spoke-like 
(radial) pattern on the mid-peripheral 
cornea. The incisions slightly flatten the 
central cornea, which reduces its power 
and focuses light closer to the retina to 
produce more normal vision. PRK for 
nearsightedness uses a special laser 
(excimer) to vaporize a microscopically 
thin layer of central corneal tissue, which 
also flattens it so that the reduced power 
focuses light closer to the retina. 
Astigmatic keratotomy (AK) is a variation 
of RK in which “relaxing” incisions are pre- 
cisely oriented in the peripheral cornea to 
flatten the more highly curved (astigmatic) 
part of the cornea. AK can be used to cor- 
rect astigmatism alone or used with RK or 
PRK to remedy combined nearsightedness 
and astigmatism. * 


HOW IS CORNEAL 
REFRACTIVE SURGERY 
PERFORMED? 


orneal refractive surgery is an outpa- 

tient procedure. Only eyedrop anesthe- 
sia (without injections or intravenous) and 
a mild sedative are used. Procedures are 
customized for the exact amount of near- 
sightedness or astigmatism of each eye. 
The total procedure takes about 20 min- 
utes, and the surgery itself lasts about five 
minutes. After surgery, the eye is usually 
not patched; but a combination of antibiot- 
ic and anti-inflammatory eye drops is pre- 
scribed. Due to the sedation, patients 
should not drive themselves home, and

there may be mild to moderate discomfort 
after surgery. Most patients resume occu- 
pational and recreational activities one to 
two days after RK and three to four days 
after PRK. Post-operative examinations are 
typically one day, one week and one month 
after surgery, and then less often. Only one 
eye should be operated on at first, and the 
other eye may have RK two to six weeks 
later or PRK two to three months later. 


IS CORNEAL REFRACTIVE 
SURGERY SAFE AND 
EFFECTIVE? 


ndividuals with low to moderate (up to 

four diopters) nearsightedness or astig- 
matism are more likely to achieve 20/40 or 
better vision without eyeglasses or contact 
lenses. In most states, 20/40 visual acuity 
is required to drive. People with higher 
(over four diopters) nearsightedness or 
astigmatism often have improved uncor- 
rected vision, but they often need to use 
eyeglasses or contact lenses for particular 
visual tasks. 


K and AK have been performed for over 

10 years, while PRK has more recently 
been approved by the Food and Drug 
Administration (F.D.A.). Although all possi- 
ble long-term complications are not yet 
completely known, it would appear that 
serious complications are rare. 
Nevertheless, any type of surgery involves 
at least some risk. Common side effects for 
the first several months after corneal refrac- 
tive surgery include increased light and 
glare sensitivity and fluctuating vision dur- 
ing a day or from day to day. Also after the 
corneal tissue has stabilized, the operation 
may have produced an overcorrection or 
undercorrection, which would then require 
a greater use of eyeglasses or contact lens- 
es and/or a surgical enhancement proce- 
dure. The latter may be necessary in up to 
one-third of patients to provide a satisfacto- 
ry visual result. More severe complications 
occur in probably less than one percent of 
cases and include perforations, infections, 
weakened corneal tissue, and scar forma- 
tion. In general these more severe compli- 
cations can be treated, and they differ 
between RK and PRK.

IS CORNEAL REFRACTIVE 
SURGERY FOR YOU? 


Fi you need to be educated in general 
about corneal refractive surgery. Some 
of the important information is in this 
brochure. Second, a complete eye examina- 
tion and specialized testing is mandatory to 
determine your specific eligibility. This 
would include determination of whether 
your amount of nearsightedness and astig- 
matism are both within the appropriate 
range and whether your prescription is rel- 
atively stable. Persons who continue to 
have significant changes of their prescrip- 
tion should not have corneal refractive 
surgery. In general, people should be at 
least 21 years old but there is no upper age 
limit. Of course, after the age of 40, the abil- 
ity to focus at close is reduced. This is 
called presbyopia. Even if refractive surgery 
works well, people with presbyopia still 
require correction for reading. Your general 
medical history and your ocular history 
must be evaluated. Third, your motivation 
for and expectations of corneal refractive 
surgery must be fully discussed. You must 
be sufficiently motivated and your expecta- 
tions of the probable results should be con- 
sistent with the likely outcomes of corneal 
refractive surgery. Fourth, you need to ask 
any questions that occur to you to further 
enhance your understanding. All this con- 
Stitutes the pre-operative phase. If it is 
determined that you are an appropriate can- 
didate and you decide to have corneal 
refractive surgery, it is preferable that it be 
done by corneal specialists. Your essential 
post-operative care should be co-managed 
by knowledgeable and concerned corneal 
surgeons and optometrists.

**x*x* Cecil Taylor Ensemble, 
ALWAYS A PLEASURE 
(FMP/North Country 
Distribution). This latest install- 
ment of the Cecil Taylor story 
(recorded April 8, 1993, in Berlin) 
from the primo German avant-jazz 
label is exceptional on several 
counts. Tenor-saxophonist Charles 
Gayle may be the best possible 
replacement yet for the impossible- 
to-replace late Jimmy Lyons. Taylor 
obviously relishes interacting with 
Gayle’s frantic energy in this live 
set. Even better is Longineu 
Parsons: hearing lengthy and well- 
developed trumpet lines dancing 
around Taylor's piano runs is an 
unexpected treat. Soprano-saxo- 
phonist Harri Sj6str6m tends to get 
a bit lost behind Gayle and 
Parsons, but the rhythm section of 
drummer Rashid Bakr, bassist 
Sirone, and cellist Tristan 
Honsinger is slashingly brilliant. 
The four-part suite (running about 
75 minutes) sounds like an updat- 
ing of Taylor's Blue Note record- 
ings from the '60s, with the leader 
ecstatically zigzagging between 
pensive and restrained lyricism 
and gut-busting catharsis.

Stil, it's so 
pared down that his steady-beat 
vocals are never crowded. He and 
Greg Leisz sagely space out their 
guitar notes while Rick Solem's 
mercurial piano glides from the 
barrelhouse to cocktail jazz 
Continuing his odes to his musical 
heroes, Alvin turns to New Orleans 
party music for the CD's one fun 
track, a boot-scooting elegy to 
R&B's Lee Andrews.

On “Concerto 
of a Desperado,” Black Thought 
lets fake gangsters know, “I pull a 
microphone on any pistol brandish- 
er.” With this platter, the Roots pre- 
serve the vital continuity between 
different generations and genres of 
black music.

Preminger's film version of 
Nelson Algren's story The Man 
with the Golden Arm stars Frank 
Sinatra as Frankie Machine, a 
professional poker dealer trying to 
beat a heroin addiction. Prem- 
inger transports Algren's lowlife 
caricatures to stylized carnival 
streets swathed in Elmer 
Bernstein's swank, wonderful jazz 
score. Sinatra's depiction of drug 
addiction juts out of its cartoon 
container like the real needle-and- 
spoon works that litter the film's 
corny sets. Yes, it's fabulously 
melodramatic, all those fevered 
shots of Frankie's twitching arms 
as he grabs the bedpost begging 
for a fix.

* * MATILDA (1996). An hour 
and a half of brute bad taste from 
director Danny DeVito and nasty 
writer Roald Dahl can get pretty 
tiresome. The title heroine of 
DeVito's adaptation (played by a 
Suitably sloe-eyed but syrupy 
Mara Wilson) is a prodigy relent- 
lessly subjected to the neglect, 
abuse, and grotesque post-Pink 
Flamingos sensibility of her par- 
ents (DeVito and his real-life wife, 
Rhea Peariman).
